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Governor-General Schreyer 
installed amid pageantry

OTTAWA (CP) — Edward 
Schreyer was installed as 
the country's 22nd gover¬ 
nor-general Monday and im¬ 
mediately urged Canadians 
to remain united while pres¬ 
erving differences of lan¬ 
guage, culture and heri¬ 
tage. 


In a colorful 90-minute 
ceremony on Parliament 
Hill, the 43-year-old former 
New Democratic Party pre¬ 
mier of Manitoba replaced 
65-year-old Jules Leger who 
retired after five years in 
the vice-regal position.

PUFFER SPECIES

OTTAWA (CP) — The number of non-smokers 
increased to 58.1 per cent of the population over 15- 
yoars-old from 47.2 per cent in 1§65, the health 
department said Monday. 

A department survey, released to coincide with 
National Education Week on Smoking, said the per¬ 
centage of men non-smokers, rose by nearly 18 per 
cent. 

The increase' was due mainly to the drop in smok¬ 
ing men between the ages of 20 and 24 and those 
between 45 and 64 years old. 

The number of women non-smokers increased by 
only 1.2 per cent during the 13-year period. 

Coincidentally. Statistics Canada figures also re¬ 
leased Monday showed Canadians smoked 1.1 billion 
fewer cigarettes last year, the first recorded de¬ 
crease in domestic consumption.

OTTAWA (CP) — The fed 
oral government is going 
abroad again to borrow 
money to help prop up the 
weak Canadian dollar. It has 
borrowed almost $5 billion 
abroad in the last year. 

The finance department 
announced Monday that it is 
negotiating in Japan for a 
public offering of Canadian 
government bonds and 
through other loans, Ijoth to 
be denominated in yen. 

The department gave no 
details of the amount or de 
tails of the borrowing—the 
fifth time in a year it has 
replenished its foreign cur¬ 
rency reserves through bor¬ 
rowing. 


The Bank of Canada has 
been dipping heavily into its 
foreign reserves to buy up 
unwanted Canadian dollars 
on foreign money markets in 
the last year in an attempt to 
ease the dollar's downward 
slide. 

But although the central 
bank converted $-1.9 billion 
of foreign reserves into Ca¬ 
nadian dollars in the last 
year, the dollar had slipped 
by about six cents U.S. at the 
end of the year. 

A spokesman in the fi¬ 
nance department said an¬ 
nouncement of the negotia¬ 
tions had been made 
because of recent specula¬ 
tion that a loan was being 
arranged in Japan.

"It is with profound sad¬ 
ness that I note a minority 
view that does not acknowl¬ 
edge that in an enlightened 
federal Canada there is 
scope for the fullest express¬ 
ion of cultural and linguistic 
heritage." he said in reply to 
a short speech by Prime 
Minister Trudeau. 

Schreyer, who swore his 
oath on a 128-year-old family 
Bible passed down.from his 
German ancestors, stressed 
the need for tolerance and 
appreciation among Cana¬ 
dians of different origins. 

"The freedoms we now 
share and cherish are equal 
to the best of countries on 
this planet. They are sur¬ 
passed by none. They can be 
greater jstill. It is not neces¬ 
sary to break the bonds of 
our common history to do 
so." 

Schreyer’s wife Lily, 
dressed in an ivory-colored, 
calf-length dress, sat or 
stood beside him throughout 
the ceremony. Their chil¬ 
dren—Lisa. Karmel, Jason 
and Toban—were nearby.

Clark rej ects dealing 
on Quebec-style link

OTTAWA (CP) - Conser¬ 
vative leader Joe Clark 
Monday flatly rejected the 
concept of sovereignty-asso¬ 
ciation between Quebec and 
the rest of Canada. 

"We do not accept so¬ 
vereignty-association." the 
opposition leader told re¬ 
porters after a parliamen¬ 
tary caucus meeting. 

He added, however, that a 
Conservative federal gov¬ 
ernment would be willing to 
talk to any Quebec govern¬ 
ment about change and 
"modernization" of the ex¬ 
isting relationship between 
Ottawa and the provinces. 

"We would naturally be 
prepared to discuss other 


changes that would keep the 
country together but that 
might change the status 
quo." 

"We are not going to nego¬ 
tiate sovereignty-associa¬ 
tion. We are going to keep 
this country together." 

Clark commented to re¬ 
porters after David Crom- 
bie, new MP and former 
mayor of Toronto, received 
widespread publicity by- 
saying federal politicians 
should be willing to talk 
of sovereignty-association 
w ith Quebec governments. 

Those remarks came a 
couple of months after Clark 
was quoted in a Quebec 
newspaper as saying under 


certain circumstances a 
Conservative government 
would negotiate so¬ 
vereignty-association if the 
Parti Quebccois govern¬ 
ment won a referendum 
asking for a mandate to ne¬ 
gotiate sovereignty-associa¬ 
tion. 

"If they win with more 
than 60 per cent of the votes, 
and if the question permits a 
certain flexibility. I'd nego¬ 
tiate," he was quoted as 
saying. 

He subsequently modified 
that remark and he told re¬ 
porters Monday he has not 
changed his policy and that 
he and Crombie agree.

Second fire kills 
New Jersey tots 


JERSEY CITY, N.J. (AP) 
— Northern New Jersey’s 
second tenement fire in 
three days killed five chil¬ 
dren and two adults Monday 
and police launched a man¬ 
hunt for an arsonist who 
may have set fire to the 
building in a personal ven¬ 
detta. 

The fire brought the death 
toll to 40 persons killed in 
fires thought to have been 
deliberately set in northern 
New Jersey cities in the last 
six weeks, authorities said. 

A mother and five chil¬ 
dren were among those who 


died when a pre dawn blaze 
swept through a four-storey 
brick building in the third 
such fire in the Jersey City 
tenement since December. 

Victims were seen pound¬ 
ing on a window shortly be¬ 
fore firefighters arrived but 
apparently were overcome 
by smoke when they tried to 
reach a fire escape, said 
Deputy Fire Chief Dominick 
Cardillo. 

"If they had stayed at the 
front window, we could have 
gotten them out. But when 
people are in a fire, they 
panic," Cardillo said. 


BEIRUT (AP) — A re- 
mote-control bomb in a car 
blew up on a Beirut street 
Monday, demolishing a 
passing station wagon and 
killing eight persons, includ¬ 
ing AM Hassan Saiameh. the 
reputed mastermind of the 
massacre of Israeli athletes 
at the 1972 Munich Olym¬ 
pics, officials said. 

They said the explosion 
killed four Palestinian body¬ 
guards in the station wagon 
with Saiameh while shrap¬ 
nel and flying glass killed 
three Lebanese pedestrians 
and wounded 16 others. 

Saiameh married Geor¬ 
gina Rizk. Lebanon's Miss 
Universe of 1972, during the 
country’s 1975-76 civil war. 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) said Sa¬ 
iameh. code-named Abu 
Hassen, was fatally injured 
when the car. parked near 
his heavily-guarded home in 
Beirut’s Moslem sector, was 
detonated by remote control 
as his station wagon passed 
it.

Abu Hassan. 36, was the 
top security officer of PLO 
guerrilla chief Yasser Ara¬ 
fat and was chief of the se¬ 
cret service of Al Fatah, the 
largest of the seven PLO 
factions. 

Arafat and other senior 
political leaders of the guer¬ 


rilla movement were in Da¬ 
mascus. Syria, attending a 
strategy session of the Pa¬ 
lestinian National Council, 
the PLO’s parliament-in- 
exile. They are expected to 
return here for the funeral, 
a PLO spokesman said. 

PLO leaders in Damascus 
appeared stunned by the 
killing and a spokesman for 
Arafat said “Zionist agents" 
were responsible. 

"It was done by Zionist 
agents,’ said Mahmoud La- 
badi, Arafat's spokesman. 
"He (Abu Hassan) is not the 
first. He is not the last to die 
resisting Zionist aggres¬ 
sion." 

Asked why he blamed Is¬ 
raeli agents for the killing, 
Labadi said: “They are the 
only ones to profit. Who else 
would profit from such an 
attack?” 

The PLO statement de¬ 
scribed Abu Hassan. known 
here as Arafat's “playboy 
cop,” as a “martyr of the 
Palestinian revolution, the 
Palestine Liberation Orga¬ 
nization and Fatah."

B.C. police departments won an over¬ 
whelming vote of confidence on the type of 
job they are doing in a survey of social 
indicators in the province conducted by 
two University of Victoria sociologists. 

However, 46 per cent of respondents to 
the poll also said they felt less safe walk ¬ 
ing on the streets than they did five years 
previously. 

Begun last March by Daniel Koepig and 
Gabrielle Goudy, the survey involved the 
mailing of some 1,500 letters to a repre¬ 


sentative sampling of 
bians.

OF 1,248 questionnaires presumed to 
have reached addresses, 907, or 73 per 
cent, were returned with usable data. 

Preliminary results, interpreted/by 
Paula DeBeck, showed 92.6 per cent of re¬ 
spondents rated police in their areas good 
or very good, compared with one per 
cent neutral and 6.4 per cent bad or very 
bad. 

On a provincial level, 94.1 per cent rated 
police good or very good, 1.2 per cent were 


neutral and 4.7 per cent rated police bad or 
very bad. 

Twenty-six per cent of respondents said 
they or members of their household had 
been victimized by theft in the preceding 
year and 47 per cent said there was a 
place within a mile of their homes where 
they would be afraid to walk alone at 
night. 

ALTHOUGH 46 PER CENT said they 
felt less safe on the streets today than five 
years ago, 52 per cent responded that they 


did not feel much different and two per 
cent said they felt safer. 

Asked about police field practices, 51.3 
per cent felt the law's treatment of sus¬ 
pects was about right, 24.4 per cent as too 
inconsistent, 21.5 per cent as too easy and 
2.8 per cent as too harsh.

ATTITUDES TOWARD provincial politi¬ 
cal parties showed the Social Credit party 
receiving best marks for ability (56 per 
cent) and practicality (47 per cent). The 
New Democratic Party rated most honest 
(19 per cent)f responsive (53 per cent) and 
trustworthy <42 per cent.) 

The NDP was rated unfavorably most 
often on ability (39 per cent) and practical¬ 
ity (44 per cent), while the Socreds re¬ 
ceived the most negative responses on hon¬ 
esty (37 per cent), responsiveness (42 per 
cent) and trustworthiness (38 per cent). 

The minority Conservative and Liberal 
parties both received more neutral evalua¬ 
tions. 

Bearing in mind the survey began last 
March, the information is a little dated, 
but federal voters in B.C. would have 
picked the Conservatives (32 per cent) 
over the Liberals (24 percent) NDP (18 per 
cent) and Social Credit (6 per cent). 

On the provincial scene, the Socreds 
would have won 32 per cent of the vote, the 
NDP 30 per cent, the Tories 10 per cent and 
Liberals eight per cent.

Shortly after the crash, an 
AirWest spokesman said the 
plane went down two 
minutes after it contacted 
the harbor tower for landing 
clearance following the 
half hour flight. 

He said pilot Mark 
Goostry, 28, gave no indica¬ 
tion of problems before the 
crash, and weather and visi¬ 
bility at the time were excel- 
ient. ^

He wore a 
navy blue coat with cage 
styled shoulders that 
Knowles said is three years 
old. 

In the public galleries 
were hand-picked observers 
including well-known per¬ 
sonalities such as Noel 
Starblanket, head of the Na¬ 
tional Indian Brotherhood, 
Chief Dan George who has 
appeared in movies and 
plays and novelist Farley 
Mowatt who wore a kilt. 

During his first day in of¬ 
fice, Schreyer's agenda in¬ 
cluded a private meeting

and a private dinner with 
about 120 guests including 
Trudeau. Schreyer's mother 
Elizabeth, his three broth 
ers, and other family and

The Schreyer children

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Mexico bus carnage 
now 52 dead, 64 hurt 



MEXICO CITY (AP) 
About 35 persons were killed 
and 29 injured in two more 
bus accidents Sunday night 
in Mexico, police reported. 

This brought the toll in bus 
wrecks in the country to 
about 52 killed and 64 injured 
in four days. Seventeen per 
sons died Friday and 35 were 
injured when a locomotive 
hit a bus at a level crossing 


on the outskirts of Mexico 
City. > 

The heaviest toll occurred 
Sunday night in Hidalgo, 
about 250 kilometres nortn 
of Mexico City, where a 
crowded bus slammed into a 
truck loaded with fertilizer. 
Both vehicles caught fire. 

Javier Tinajeros, highway 
police inspector, said there 
were 19 injured, and 11 
bodies had been recovered. 


But "there were many 
pieces of human bodies, in¬ 
complete and totally 
burned," and it was believed 
about 20 more persons were 
killed, he said. 

Later in the night, a bus 
sideswiped a parked trailer 
truck about 200 kilometres 
north of Mexico City on a 
curve on the Mexico City- 
Queretaro highway, killing 
four persons and injuring 10, 
the highway police said. 


Arafat fighting 
for PLO control 


DAMASCUS (Reuter) — 
Yasser Arafat is fighting for 
control of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization 
after guerrilla leaders 
ended a conference today 
with a bitter power struggle 
unresolved. 

Conference sources said 
Arafat—for years synony¬ 
mous in the eyes of the worid 
with the Palestinian strug¬ 
gle—was being challenged 
by more radical leaders w ho 
want more say in policy¬ 
making on the PLO's execu¬ 
tive committee. 

The spokesman for a 
Marxist guerrilla group said 
that Arafat, who heads the 
PLO’s largest component, 
the Al Fatah organization, 
imposed unacceptable con¬ 
ditions for admission to the 
executive of the hardline 


Popular Front for the Liber¬ 
ation of Palestine (PFLP). 

He denounced "those who 
speak a great deal about Pa¬ 
lestinian unity and indepen¬ 
dence, and at the same time 
try to exclude the PFLP.” 

Delegates to the eight-day 
conference of the Palestin¬ 
ian National Council, the 
equivalent of a parliament- 
in-exile, decided not to ap¬ 
point a new executive board, 
allowing the current 15-man 
body headed by Arafat to 
continue, the sources said.

FIREFIGHTER-MUM ROW 


Feeding hot issue 



IOWA CITY. Iowa (AP) — Linda 
Eaton, 28. was temporarily suspend¬ 
ed from her job as a city firefighter 
Monday for nursing her baby while 
on duty at her fire station. 

"We feel we have to treat every¬ 
body equally." said assistant city 
manager-Dale Helling, pointing out 
there is an "unwritten policy" for¬ 
bidding family visits at the fire sta¬ 
tion. 

He said a written reprimand was 
placed in Miss Eaton's file following 
a nodntime baby feeding Monday, 
after which she war{.sent home. 

Miss Eaton had returned to her 
job at 7 a.m. from maternity leave. 
She had proclaimed her intention of 


nursing her 3V.-month-old son, Ian. 
on her "personal time" at work and 
when asked Monday morning 
whether she intended to follow 
through, she said: "Yes, I’m deter¬ 
mined.” 

"Free time is a misnomer." Hell¬ 
ing said. "Firefighters are qn duty 
24 hours a day and are subject 
to some kind of assignment all dur¬ 
ing that period." 

He said Miss Eaton was instruct¬ 
ed to return to work on her next 
scheduled shift Wednesday but she 
was warned she could be fired if 
she continues to nurse her child 
during duty hours. 

Should it happen again. Helling 


said, Miss Eaton may well be sub¬ 
ject to action "possibly of a more 
strict nature." He said such discipli- 
pinary action is “progressive" and 
eventually “she could be dis¬ 
missed." 

Meanwhile, a handful of demon¬ 
strators outside the central fire sta¬ 
tion carried signs reading “Support 
Motherhood" and "Break-time 
Rights for All Workers," 

And the National Organization for 
Women said it has established a 
legal defence fund for the fire¬ 
fighter. 

Susan Hester, an official for 
N.O.W. said Eaton “Isn't asking for 
anything that isn't her right." 


She told a morning news confer¬ 
ence that the feminist group will 
support Iowa City’s only female 
firefighter through a court fight 
if that is what It takes to resolve the 
Issue. 

Fire Chief Robert Keating re¬ 
fused to comment on the situation. 
But Helling said Miss Eaton's dis¬ 
missal for the day followed a con¬ 
ference with the chief. 

Miss Eaton had said she plans In 
nurse her baby twice a day during 
tirqc allotted for personal relaxa 
lion. If a fire call came in, her 
babysitter would take the child 
home immediately, she said. 


Nation branded 
atrocity centre 

LONDON (UPI) — The former Spanish colony of 
Equatorial Guinea has become “the concentration 
camp of Africa" where people have been "unskill- 
futly" hanged to the music of Western pop tunes, 
says the Observer, a London newspaper. 

Citing a report of the International University 
Exchange Fund of Geneva, the Observer said prison¬ 
ers had been beheaded "and their heads left to rot 
on public display." 

"A leading opposition politician died from gan¬ 
grene after his eyes had been gouged out. As many as 
a third of the population of 300.000 has fled into exile, 
including most of the surviving intellectuals," it 
said. 

In 1972, Made Nguema Biyogo Negue Ndong pro 
claimed himself president-for-life of Equatorial 
Guinea, formed of Spain's former African west coast 
enclave of Rio Muni and three offshore islands, in 
eluding Fernando Po. 


Victims of purges 
found in Cambodia 


BANGKOK (AP) — The 
new Vietnam-backed gov¬ 
ernment of Cambodia said 
Monday that the bones of 
hundreds of "innocent" vic¬ 
tims of Premier Pol Pot’s 
fallen regime were found in 
shallow graves and in a pris¬ 
on in the capital of Phnom 
Penh. 

Accounts of the disco¬ 
veries were released by the 
news media of the provision¬ 
al government which, with 
major backing from the 
Vietnamese army, over¬ 
threw Pol Pot earlier this 
month. The accounts cannot 


be verified but they are 
similar to stories told by 
refugees in the last four 
years. 

A broadcast by the Voice 
of the Kampuchean (Cam- 
dodian) People said the de¬ 
composing bodies of hun¬ 
dreds of "innocent 
officials" were discovered 
at a former Phnom Penh 
high school that had been 
turned into a prison. 

“Some of them died .w ith 
their shackled legs tied to 
their beds." the broadcast 
said. "The bodies were nude 
and some were lying face 


down with their hands hand 
cuffed behind them. 

The Pol Pot government’' 
took power after the Khmer 
Rouge victory over a U.S.- 
backed government in 1975 
and, according to refugees, 
killed many former offi¬ 
cials. evacuated the cities 
and forced many to work on 
agrarian co-operatives. 

The broadcast said the 
tools of death and torture— 
American-made hoes and 
spades and Chinese hand¬ 
cuffs, bags of cement and 
lime—were found at the 
school in the Tual Saleang 


Shah in ‘reluctant’ 


MARRAKECH. Morocco (AP) - 
Shah Mohammad Reza Pahlavi's “va¬ 
cation” took him to Morocco Monday 
on an invitation that informants said 
was “reluctantly" extended to the Ira¬ 
nian monarch by an embarrassed 
King Hassan II. 

The shah and Empress Farah ar¬ 
rived from Aswan. Egypt, for what 
officials said would be a two- or 
three-day stay. 

The Moroccan news agency said 
King Hassan and several ministers 
personally welcomed the shah on his 
arrival for a "strictly private" visit. 

Extremely tight security around 
Marrakech airport prevented report¬ 
ers from watching the landing of the 
Iranian monarch’s Boeing 707 jet. 


which he personally piloted from 
Aswan after a six-day visit. 

"The most absolute discretion" 
would be observed during the shah s 
private visit, said Moroccan Informa¬ 
tion Minister M'hamed Boutaleb. 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
saw the shah off at Aswan with a 
Ki-gun salute and the traditional kiss 
on both checks. 

Egyptian sources said Sadat, risking 
Arab criticism of Iran’s oil sales to 
Israel, was host to the shah because of 
Iran’s economic aid to Egypt and the 
shah’s support of the Egyptian-ls- 
raeli peace effort. 

The 59-.vear-old monarch left Iran 
last Tuesday after a year of Moslem 
demonstrations. 


Morocco 

In Aswan, reporters described the 
shah as looking more confident and 
rested Monday than when he arrived 
pale and tired at the Egyptian winter 
resort 80ft kilometres south of Cairo. 

Four of the shah's five children are 
in Lubbock, Texas, where his eldest 
son. Crown Prince Reza, is receiving 
pilot training at a U.S. Air Force 
base. 

The shah's mother and one of his 
sisters took refuge at the estate of 
Walter Anncnberg, former U.S. am¬ 
bassador to Britain, at Palm Springs. 
Calif., when Iranian students attacked 
the sister's home in Beverly Hills.

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
Washington Democratic 
Senator Henry Jackson 
warned Monday that the 
situation in Iran—and the 
radical threat posed by reli- 
giousleader Ayatollah Kho¬ 
meini —Is more dangerous 
than many think. 

Jackson, chairman of the 
senate Energy and Natural 
Resources committee, told a 
seminar on energy organ¬ 
ized by the American Stock 
Exchange that supplies of 
oil from Iran were threa¬ 
tened by the unstable situa¬ 
tion there. 

“Unless steps are taken to 
protect that supply we could 
see. by summer, spot short¬ 
ages of oil," Jackson said. 
"We should address this 
problem before it has a di¬ 
sastrous impact on our 
economy." 

Asked if the situation 
meant there would be gas 
lines this summer, Jackson 
said "definitely" there 
would be spot shortages, ad¬ 
ding: "This is the meaning 
of Khomeini." 

Jackson said the Carter 
administration was ap¬ 
parently unaware of just 
how extreme are the views 
of Khomeini, who has said 
he will return to Iran from 
Paris soon to press for the 
establishment of an "Is 
lamic state" In Iran. 


Khomeini’s support 
Ramsey Clark 



NEW YORK (Reuter) — Former attor¬ 
ney-general Ramsey Clark said Monday 
that "99 per cent of the people in Iran 
Vupport Ayatullah Khomeini." 

"it’s the same 99 per cent of the people 
who oppose the shaft,’’ Clark told a news 
conference. "That’s the same reason that 
they support this brave man (Khomeini) 
because he was the first to speak out and 
he was the most consistent to speak 
out." 

Clark, who with two other Americans 
had just returned from an eight-day visit to 
Iran and a meeting near Paris earlier 
Monday with the ayatullah, quoted the 
religious leader as saying: 


"I hope the American people, the United 
States Congress and President Carter re¬ 
spect our wish that the United States not 
interfere through the army with American 
advisers, through the Cl A (Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency) or through its support of 
(Prime Minister Shapur) Bakhtiar.” 

Clark said Bakhtiar has no popular sup¬ 
port and is merely the shah’s appoin¬ 
tee. 

Clark was accompanied on the trip by 
Princeton law professor Richard Falk and 
Don Luce of Clergy and Laity Concerned, a 
group formed in the 1960s to oppose the 
Vietnam War. 


Thousands Carter seeks

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
An estimated 60,000 anti¬ 
abortion demonstrators 
marched on the U.S. Capitol 
Monday as a feminist or¬ 
ganization called for a 
meeting of leaders of both 
sides next month. 

Eleanor Smeal. president 
of the National Organization 
for Women, which favors 
legal abortions on demand, 
sent telegram invitations to 
10 major U.S. organizations. 

Both moves marked the 
sixth anniversary of the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s 1973 ruling 
that the federal government 


had no right during the first

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Canada battles 
shift to Gatwick 


LONDON (CP) — The fight to prevent 
the transfer of Air Canada's passenger 
operations from crowded Heathrow (o (he 
single-runway Gatwick Airport has be¬ 
come a battle between the Canadian and 
British governments. 

A group of senior Air Canada officials 
said at a news conference Monday that the 
airline has done all it can to stop the move 
and that "now it’s up to our govern¬ 
ment.” 

That the Canadian government has fired 
an opening salvo in the dispute was dis¬ 
closed earlier in the day when It was 
learned that Paul Martin. Canada’s high 
commissioner, had called on "a British 
minister” to state officially that "the Ca¬ 
nadian government fully supports Air Can¬ 
ada in Its opposition to proposals that it 
move from Heathrow to Gatwick." 

A reliable source at the high commission 
said Martin made the Canadian posi¬ 
tion clear to the British government. 

Rcmy Lafrenniere, Air Canada's direc¬ 
tor of government and industry affairs, 
who flew here for the news conference, 
said: "We’ve done our part. It’s up lo the 
Canadian government to take whatever 
steps it can. In effect, we’ve made our 
case." 

Bill Verrier, Air Canada general man¬ 
ager for the United Kingdom and Ire¬ 
land, said the British government has the 
power to impose the move, "but it prefers 
to persuade." 

"We are not persuaded." 

Henry Thow, regional public affairs 
manager for the airline, said the news 
conference was called to counter “mis 
leading and inaccurate information" 
emanating from British sources. 

Air Canada, he said, had agreed to a 
British trade department plea (hat both 


sides refrain from givjng news conler 
ences on the Issue. 

The British broke the agreement, he 
said, with the result that the Canadian po 
sition has become clouded. 

In a recent Briefing a trade department 
official said that Air Canada no longer has 
the option (o refuse the move—designed lo 
ease congestion at Heathrow—and that the 
only question now is how and when (he 
move will lake place. 

Verrier, in answer to questions, said 
"We're being told to move to a one 
runway, secondary airport that is already 
nearing the saturation point.” 

"We d be moving from the frying-pan al 
Heathrow inlo the fire at Gatwick—and 
we're-being asked to pay handsomely to do 
it." 

Britain is adamant that all passenger 
traffic lo and from Canada—whether via 
Air Canada or the stale-owned British Air¬ 
ways—will use the Gatwick terminal, at. 
present a base mainly for charier opera 
tions. 

Gatwick is located about to kilometres 
south of London and is served by a 21 
hour train service. Heathrow, about 21 
kilometres due west of the capital, has a 
direct subway link and bus services to the 
West London Air Terminal 

The British are also attempting to switch 
passenger traffic serving the Iberian Pen 
insula—Portugal and Spain—to Gatwick. 
These countries, too. are fighting the 
order. 

The Air Canada officials gave figures to 
show that a move to Gatwick would mean 
an operating loss of $16 million the first 
year. Air Canada made a profit of $20 
million in 1977. the latest year for which 
figures are available 

By 1989. cumulative losses would amount 
to $275 million, they said

Old people 
behind the wheel 


HOW MANY READERS saw the newspaper 
story and nodded their heads knowingly? The 
story reported that a coroner’s jury found an 
82-year-old driver to blame in a tragic accident 
which claimed the life of a middle-aged family 
man. 

How many readers reaffirmed their con¬ 
viction from that sad incident that old people 
should simply not be allowed behind the wheel? 
After all, old people can’t see that well, their 
reactions are slower, their strength has faded, 
their cars are too powerful. Old people are a 
menace on the road. We all know of at 
least one old driver who really is dangerous, 
don't we? 

Prejudice comes in many forms, some 
subtle, some not so subtle. Against color, 
against religion, against race. And against age. 
Because we hear of one, or even two or three 
old drivers who have made critical errors, we 
are so quick to conclude all old drivers are 
dangerous. It makes no sense. Are all middle- 
aged drivers safe? We know better. Do all 
young drivers speed? No, they don’t. 

Of course our faculties fail as we get older. 
That is a rule of life. But some of us fail early 
and others late. There is no standard age for 
reaching incompetence. What is needed — and 
what governments try to establish — is a 
testing routine which keeps close watch on 
older drivers but allows them to retain their 
driving freedom for as long as possible. Isn’t 
that what we will want when we get old? In 
British Columbia for example, a driver after 
reaching age 70 can expect to be called in just 
about annually for a test. 

Anyone who thinks all old people should be 
off the road by the time they are 80 might be 
interested in some hard facts from the Ontario 
transportation ministry. There are 19,000 driv¬ 
ers 80 years and older in Ontario and they must 
take the driver test each year. The first provin¬ 
cial study of 115 drivers in the 80-and-over 
group reveals that 85 per cent passed the 
driving test. Younger drivers had a 66 per cent 
success rate. The study shows that drivers 
between 17 and 24 are three times more likely to 
have an accident than senior citizens. 

That may not suit our image of old drivers. 
But then facts often have a way of proving 
prejudices wrong. 


The land gab 


THAT WAS a depressing exchange of insults 
between Lands and Housing Minister James 
Chabot and Victoria MLA Charles Barber last 
week on the matter of selling Crown land. A pox 
on both of them. 

The nonsense began when the minister 
announced grandly that large chunks of Crown 
land will be broken into smaller pieces and put 
up for sale to the people. Bearing in mind that 
title to about 95 per cent of the province is held 
by the government, one could argue that it was 
about time. 

Barber has a knee-jerk tendency to attack 
every government policy move before the 
echoes of the announcement have faded. He 
seems to believe there are more marks for 
speed than content. In this instance he was 
quick to suggest such former Crown land would 
inevitably slide into the hands of rapacious 
developers. 

But perhaps the main fault lies with Cha¬ 
bot. He was right in calling Barber ignorant in 
this case — but then we’re all ignorant of just 
what the government has in mind. Sorting 
through the rhetoric we learn that this grand 
land sale is going to take place in three or four 
months, after a survey to determine the pub¬ 
lic's desires, after legislative changes, after 
the bureaucratic machinery is ready. 

Why then did Chabot not wait until he could 
deliver the policy intact? Because announcing 
goodies three or four times is a way to milk 
them for greater political gain. It’s also getting 
tiresome.

Cleaning up 
picking up

LOS ANGELES — A new. 
albeit small, industry is 
emerging, nurtured by re¬ 
cent actions of local officials 
in major cities around the 
nation: contraptions for 
owners to clean up after 
their dogs. 

Los Angeles is the latest 
city to pass an ordinance, 
which was effective Dec. 29, 
calling for owners to “im¬ 
mediately remove and dis¬ 
pose of" their pets' drop¬ 
pings on public land or 
someone else's property. 
Violators face a $20 fine. 

The city joins San Fran¬ 
cisco, Chicago and New 
York, which have similar 
laws. Other communities, 
large and small, are consid 
ering dog litter regulations. 

The more cities that pass 
canine waste laws the bet¬ 
ter, as far as Jack Munro is 
concerned. He heads Luke 
Industries. Encino, which 
manufactures and markets 
a $3.95 gadget called K-9 Lit¬ 
ter Scoop, designed to keep 
lawns, sidewalks and streets 
unblemished. Luke Indus¬ 
tries is one of several na¬ 
tional firms producing such 
products. 

Munro and others in the 
budding industry have a 
vast potential market. Los 
Angeles comes in with a dog 
population of 375,000. 

But the biggest target is 
New York, where a dog lit¬ 
ter law went into effect last 
August. East Side. West Side 
and all around the town, 
there arc one million 
pooches generating a hefty 
150 tons of waste every 
day. 

While paper towels and 


new spapers certainly can be 
employed to fulfil the law. 
Munro’s product, like others 
in the field, avoids a stoop to 
scoop. The device consists of 
a 32-inch yellow plastic pole 
with a ring over the end that 
accommodates a plastic 
bag. The user merely scoops 
up the canine manure in a 
one-handed operation and 
discards the bag into a trash 
can. 

Munro sees business pick¬ 
ing up. although there are 
some marketing problems to 
overcome, as with any new 
product. He estimates he 
sold 5.000 to 7,000 of his 
scoopers in the past year, 
mainly through pet stores. 
In San Francisco, he points 
out. orders come through for 
“43 dozen at a crack.” 

But the biggest outlet is 
through supermarkets, he 
says. Since they already sell 
dog food and other pet sup¬ 
plies. it seems natural for 
the food stores to offer the 
scooper, he declares. 

In Los Angeles, though, 
supermarkets — which sell 
everything from men's 
socks to flowers j— ap¬ 
parently • have not recog¬ 
nized the scooper potential. 
Munro mentions that before 
the Los Angeles ordinance 
was passed, his device was 
tested in a San Fernando 
Valley supermarket where 
25 units were sold in the dog 
food section in three weeks. 
He says that was a fairly 
good showing. 

"Then for some strange 
reason, the display was 
moved over two aisles, next 
to beans," he sniffs. “The 
sales went pfffttt.”

Sometimes the simplest 
ideas are the wisest. 

Requiring light aircraft to 
be painted, at least in part, 
with bright colors is such a 
profoundly simple and logi¬ 
cal suggestion one can only- 
wonder what's holding the 
government back.

TOKYO — South Korean 
strongman Park Chung Hee 
has launched his new six- 
year presidential term — 
and 19th year of authoritar¬ 
ian rule — with a mixture of 
iron fist and velvet glove. 

In a gesture to American 
Human rights concerns, the 
president recently freed 5,- 
378 prisoners from his jails, 
106 of them political offend 
ers. including his opponent 
in the 1971 presidential elec¬ 
tion. Kim Dae-jung. 

But in his inaugural 
speech, the 61-year-old for¬ 
mer army general firmly 
told his 36 million people he 
intended to continue the pre¬ 
sent tight political controls 
which effectively stifle dis¬ 
sent. 

While Tokyo and Washing¬ 
ton. the two most concerned 
capitals in the fate of Kim 
Dae-jung (kidnapped from 
exile in Tokyo in 1973 and 
later sentenced to five 
years' imprisonment for de¬ 
manding President Park s 
resignation) made polite 
noises about his release, 
others were unimpressed by 
the presidential amnesty . 

Kim. who vowed to con¬ 
tinue his fight against 
Park's "dictatorial rule", 
pointed out that his sentence 
had only been suspended 
and in effect he was being 
blackmailed to remain si¬ 
lent: should he resume 
political activity he could be 
immediately jailed again. 

He also regretted that 
Park's jails are still full of 
other political prisoners, in¬ 
cluding the anti-government 
poet Kim Chi Ha — whose 
life sentence was reduced — 
as well as clergymen, pro¬ 
fessors, Students and jour¬ 
nalists. 

Meanwhile, the Japanese 
Foreign Ministry pointed 
out that more than 60 Ko¬ 
rean residents of Japan, who 
are held as political prison¬ 
ers in South Korea, wen* not 
included in the latest am¬ 
nesty. 

These are mostly students 
— nearly all born in Japan — 
who were arrested as Com¬ 
munist agents or on other 
charges while either study¬ 
ing or travelling in Korea. 
Six are under.a death sen¬ 
tence and are the subject of 
h continuing international 
campaign to win their re¬ 
lease. 

In a protest statement, the 
Japan-based families of 
these prisoners described 
the recent presidential am¬ 
nesty as a deception. 

"The failure (of President 
Park) to release these inno¬ 
cent people shows that the

amnesty is actually de¬ 
signed to deceive interna¬ 
tional calls for the restora¬ 
tion of human rights in 
Korea." the statement de¬ 
clared. adding that the in¬ 
ternational campaign for 
the release of the prisoners 
would be intensified. 

Critics of President 
Park's hard-line stance — 
maintained in the name of 
resisting North Korean ag 
gression — insisted that the 
Seoul government had not 
softened its harsh attitude to 
dissenting activists of any 
political shade. 


They believe the United 
Stales' recognition of China 
— and "dumping" of Tai¬ 
wan — panicked Seoul into 
thinking it had better make 
a gesture to patch up its 
strained relations with 
Washington, particularly on 
the issue of "democracy and 
human rights". 

Kim Dae-jung was a sym¬ 
bol of this, but in releasing 
him, the Korean govern¬ 
ment is thought to have de¬ 
cided that he was a spent 
political force and therefore 
not much of a security risk. 
This does not apply to the 
highly respected Kim Chi 
Ham nor to the clergymen 
and academics in what is a 
quite strongly religious and 
extremely well-educated so¬ 
ciety. 
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‘Betty’s’ sexist arrangement 
dehumanizing to the father 


I feel I must challenge the attitude of 
“Betty” a woman whose family situa¬ 
tion was described in the fourth part of the 
Colonist series on single parents (Jan. 
14). 

"Betty" tells how she sought out a man 
to get her pregnant, on the understand¬ 
ing that he would not "Impinge on her 
life,” after the birth of the child. She is 
determined to remain a single parent, 
limiting the father’s contribution to fer¬ 
tilization, and, if he wishes, the setting up 
of trust funds and the donation of an occa¬ 
sional gift during one of his visits. 

This arrangement really dehumanizes 
tho man, reducing him to the status of 
sex object whose only really necessary role 
Is procreative. In her attempt to es¬ 
cape the sexism which characterizes the 
attitudes of many husbands, "Betty" has 
become a sexist herself. She has rele¬ 


gated the male to the background — they 
are now just "friends" — while she alone 
carries on with the important task of rais¬ 
ing the child 

The fact that the male was willing to go 
along with this does not diminish her 
sexism any more than the fact that some 
women are willing to go along with other 
forms of sexism, such as job discrimina 
tion, which happen to be directed at fe¬ 
males. 

While I admire the courage of single 
parents who have inadvertently found 
themselves raising a family by them¬ 
selves, I can only feel disdain for someone 
who would intentionally expose a child to 
the added stress of this sort of upbringing 
simply because of sexist feelings about the 
opposite sex.

How can this group 
of leaders in education mini¬ 
mize the importance of Ian- 
guages. especially French, 
our very own other official 
language in Canada? 

In our British Columbia 
schools, there is at present a 
great need for teachers who 
arc bilingual to answer the 
demand of many parents 
(over 8,500 according to a 
Greater Victoria school 
board survey taken in 1977) 
who are pleading that their 
children be taught French 
through immersion nr part 
immersion classes as early 
as kindergarten, but our 
school districts cannot com¬ 
ply because they do not have 
the teachers to do the job. 

Our university in Victoria 
provides us with very few 
teachers qualified to teach 
French and their programs 
do not emphasize enmmuni 
cative competence, yet 
French is sought in many 
schools. 

It is most incredible that 
the head of the French de- 
partment should consider 
that "the quality of French 
instruction in high schools 
might not make requiring it 
for university entrance a 
good idea.” 

Yet, other professors both 
from the University of Vic¬ 
toria and from some eastern 
universities have comment 
ed to us the quality of 
French taught in our schools 
(both oral and written) is to 
be commended.

Gross mismanagement 
miffs symphony patron 


This is a copy of a letter I 
sent to: The Directors. Vic¬ 
toria Symphony Society, 
Victoria. 

Dear Sirs: 

I would like to complain 
about the arrangements 
made for steady patrons of 
the symphony at the Jan. 
7 concert. I buy three Sets of 
tickets every year, and when 
I and my companions ar 
rived at the auditorium door 
we were slopped, and told 
that our tickets would have 
to be changed This seemed 
to be reasonable, consider¬ 
ing the fact that my tickets 
are for the Royal Theatre, 
and the concert was held at 
the university. 

My companions and I 
were then shunted to one 
side and told to wait. We 
waited about half an hour 
standing right beside an 
usher. Obviously he was 
very busy, as he was contin¬ 
uously sending people away 


to have their tickets 
changed. 

A few people had received 
notices in the mail expecting 
the situation, but the major¬ 
ity were subscription 
holders who had tickets like 
mine relevant to seating in 
the Royal Theatre. No at¬ 
tempt was made to make 
anybody comfortable. 

In my case I am in a 
wheelchair so it did not mat¬ 
ter, but my companion is 95, 
and she found the period of 
standing so exhausting she 
finally was forced to sit on 
the floor, with consequent 
problems getting up. 

When our third friend 
came back with the changed 
tickets I discovered that 
they were labelled for the 
ground floor where wheel¬ 
chairs do not go. I explained 
this to the other usher, and 
showed her the place where 
we usually sit, but it seemed 
to be sold twice over — and 


not for wheelchair people. 
Naturally I refused to the 
leave the wheelchair accom¬ 
modation, and a ’party of 
three nuns had to be placed 
in a different spot. If I had 
not been aware that there 
was plenty of room behind 
us I don't know quite what I 
would have done, as I don’t 
like keeping elderly women 
standing, anymore than I 
like being kept waiting my¬ 
self. 

I consider this affair a 
piece of gross mismanage¬ 
ment on the part of the sym¬ 
phony directors, or whoever 
had charge of the change in 
tickets; and I consider the 
fact that regular subscrib¬ 
ers were not shown the 
slightest consideration 
shows great negligence to 
the people who are the back¬ 
bone of the symphony.

In a recent issue of the 
Colonist, Ben Malkin quotes 
some modern Newfoundland 
folklore. 

Here is a little traditional 
verse which Newfound¬ 
landers sang heartily while 
rejecting Confederation 
with Canada in 1867: 

Hurray for our native 
land, Newfoundland! 

Not a stranger shall hold 
an inch of her strand. 

Her face turns to Britain, 
her back to the Gulf. 

Come near at your peril, 
Canadian Wolf! 

In 1918 on the first vote, 
only 45 per cent of the voters 
favored joining Canada. It 
took a second ballot and a 
change in the choices avail¬ 
able to the voters before a 
mere 52 per cent of New¬ 
foundlanders narrowly ap¬ 
proved a matter of such im¬ 
portance that a 75 per cent 
absolute majority should 
have been needed. (The 
United States, a country 
Newfoundlanders historic¬ 
ally felt closer to than Can¬ 
ada, was not even on the 
ballot paper.) 

The fact of the matter is 
that in 1949 Newfoundland 
was pushed into confedera¬ 
tion with Canada by the 
United Kingdom and Can¬ 
ada. There were many rea¬ 
sons for this forced union, 
including Newfoundland and 
Labrador's geographic loca¬ 
tion and its strategic mili¬ 
tary value at the time. (Of 
course the local zealot Joe 
Smallwood was a timely 
mouthpiece for the British 
and Canadian governments 
at the time.) 

Today we have a confed¬ 
eration crisis in this nation 
and Quebecers will have to 
decide if they want national 
unity or Independence; it’s 
not up to the other nine prov¬ 
inces to tell them to stay or 
leave. Likewise in New¬ 
foundland there exists a 
fledgling separatist move¬ 
ment which could very well 
grow and quite possibly, 
with just a little improvc- 
-ment in economic fortunes, 
return the province to an 
independent nation once

Hewitt voices fears 
on use of gas tankers 


KAMLOOPS (CP) —James Hewitt. B.C. 
minister of energy, mines and petroleum 
resources, says he is concerned about the 
prospect of liquefied natural gas being 
transported by tanker along the B.C. coast 
from the Arctic. 

Hewitt said that although he hadn’t 
studied the issue in depth, it seemed likely 
liquefied gas in tankers offered a greater 
potential for disaster than transporting 
gas through a pipeline. 

The minister said the environmental 
risks might be too great to allow gas to be 
moved by tanker and before any decision is 
made on the matter, the B.C. govern¬ 
ment will have to study the situation and 
have its say. 

In Edmonton, the tanker proposal was 
described as a good one by author Richard 
Rohmer. 

Rohmer, who describes his novels as 

» 


fiction based on fact, now is editing and lin¬ 
ing up publishers for a new book, Balls. 
The title came from the spherical tanks in 
which the liquefied gas is stored and 
shipped. 

Rohmer, in Edmonton on Saturday in his 
capacity as chief of Canadian Forces re¬ 
serves, said the book is set in the winter of 
1985 when the city of Buffalo, N.Y., suffers 
a critical natural gas shortage. 

He approves of the proposal unveiled last 
week by Petro-Canada Ltd. and Alberta 
Gas Trunk Line Ltd. to move arctic gas to 
Eastern Canada in icebreaking tankers. 
Rohmer said liquefied gas could be moved 
through ice more safely than could crude 
oil. 

The gas would dissipate in the atmo¬ 
sphere if a tank was ruptured, while an 
arctic oil spill would be a major en¬ 
vironmental disaster, he said.

U.S. mops up after weekend storms 


NEW YORK (AP) — Floodwaters reced¬ 
ed Monday.across a wide band of the U.S. 
Northeasrbattered by torrential weekend 
rains as hundreds of weary residents re¬ 
turned to their homes to clean up the 
damage. 

The severe weather that stretched from 
Virginia to Massachusetts was blamed for 
at least 18 deaths since Saturday. 

Air and ground transportation in large 
cities—including New York and Boston— 
was back to normal Monday following 
weekend disruptions. 

Most public schools in western Massa¬ 


chusetts were closed Monday because of 
street flooding and ice. 

A nine-centimetre downpour in New 
York blocked major highways and caused 
delays in subway and commuter rail ser¬ 
vice. Kennedy International Airport was 
closed briefly Sunday after an American 
Airlines jetliner strayed near houses be¬ 
cause of rain and fog. 

Subway service was halted temporarily 
in Boston and Cambridge, Mass., after 
water seeped into tunnels. 

In Connecticut, about 1,150 homes in 
coastal towns were flooded and up to $1 


million in damage was reported to stores in 
Stratford alone. 

About 30 families were forced from their 
homes Sunday in Stratford, after 11 centi¬ 
metres of rain mixed with 2.5 centimetres 
of snow flooded basements and left water 
standing waist-high on some streets. 

In Virginia, ice-laden trees downed 
power lines and utility poles, and more 
than 30,000 persons still were without elec¬ 
tricity Monday morning. Officials in Bed¬ 
ford County declared a state of emergency 
until Monday after ice immobolized the 
water filtration plant. 


Five persons died in traffic accidents 
in the state and two others were electro¬ 
cuted when a short-circuited transformer 
electrified their mobile home. 

About 2,500 persons in Maryland, most of 
them in mountainous Garrett County, were 
without electricity Monday after an ice 
storm snapped power lines. 

In the Southwest, National Guard heli¬ 
copters continued bringing food and medi¬ 
cal supplies Monday to an estimated 700 
Kavajos stranded since Sunday by waist- 
high mud and water in remote areas of a 
reservation in northeast Arizona and 
northwest New Mexico. 


Views mixed 
in Germany 
on Holocaust 

BONN (Reuter) — West Germans reacted with a 
mixture of hostility, incomprehension and deep emo¬ 
tion Monday night to the first showing of Holocaust, 
the U.S. television series about Nazi Germany’s 
extermination of six mil¬ 
lion Jews. 

‘Keep 
after 
Nazis ’ 


BONN (Reuter) — Vien¬ 
na based Nazi-hunter Simon 
Wiesenthal appealed Mon¬ 
day to West Germany to 
continue to prosecute su¬ 
spected war criminals. 

He called on the West Ger¬ 
man authorities to change 
their present law. which 
would make new legal in¬ 
vestigations of war crimi¬ 
nals impossible after this 
year. 

Wiesenthal said probably 
hundreds of undetected Nazi 
criminals were living in 
West Germany and might 
come out into' the open if 
safe from prosecution. West 
Germans would then have in 
their midst “murderers liv¬ 
ing on a pension." 

Wiesenthal has tracked 
down and brought before the 
courts more than 1,100 su¬ 
spected Nazi criminals. 

The question of whether to 
extend West Germany’s 
statute of limitations to 
allow new proceedings 
against war criminals has 
been a major political Issue 
in and out of the country. 

The West German parlia¬ 
ment has already acted once 
to allow new legal investiga¬ 
tions. In 1969 it extended the 
statute of limitations for 
war murders to 30 from 20 


About 500 viewers called 
the television station with 
their opinions on the show, a 
station spokesman said. 

Many of the callers said 
that Germans "should for¬ 
get all this. Why reopen old 
wounds?" 

"Why do Germans always 
dirty their own nests?” was 
another frequent response. 

Long-time Nazi hunter 
Simon Wiesenthal said he 
had reservations about some 
aspects of the show which he 
said smacked of Hollywood. 
But he said he regarded it on 
the whole as a positive con¬ 
tribution. 

After Holocaust was 
screened the television 
channel held a 75-minute dis¬ 
cussion program in the stu¬ 
dio on points raised by 
viewers. 

The episode shown Mon¬ 
day night followed the life of 
the Weiss family from 1935 
to 1940 and featured such 
historical events as Kristall- 
nacht (Crystal Night), the 
first open persecuton of the 
Jews on Nov. 9, 1938. 

The showing of the first 
episode passed without inci¬ 
dent. There were bomb 
blasts at two regional televi¬ 
sion transmitter towers 
Thursday night when an in¬ 
troduction to the series was 
shown.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The average American 
downs 22.4 gallons of beer, 
1.85 gallons of wine, two gal¬ 
lons of hard liquor, and 359 
cans of soft drinks a year, 
say industry statistics re¬ 
leased by the Commerce 
Department Monday. 

Since children generally 
stay away from beer, wine 
and hard liquor and some 
adults don’t like alochol. 
average consumption rates 
for people who do imbibe are 
even higher, the study said. 

More than $24 billion will 
be spent this year to quench 
the national thirst, including 
$12.4 billion—up 10 per cent 
from 1978—for alcoholic 
beverages and $11.7 billion 
for soft drinks—a 12 per 
cent increase. 

Sale of beer, ale and other 
malt beverages should hit 
about $7.9 billion, the study 
said. 

Small regional breweries 
continue to disappear, de¬ 
spite growing markets for 
higher quality beer.

41 per cent since 1970, reach¬ 
ing 400 million gallons in 
1977, the latest figures 
available.

However, District Attor¬ 
ney Ronnie Earle said it ap¬ 
peared that the design fault 
might not have contributed 
to the severity of the Satur 
day accident. 

Accidents involving Pinto 
or Bobcat sedans have been 
the subject of several law¬ 
suits, and Ford was indicted 
in Indiana on charges of 
reckless homicide after an 
accident last August in 
which three women died.

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Victoria may host North American youth soccer tourney in ’80 


BY JIM TANG 

There is an excellent chance that Victoria will get 
to host the 1980 North American Youth soccer cham¬ 
pionship. 

Now headed into its fourth year, the North American 
Youth soccer championship is a competition at the 16- 
ycar-old level which is part of the United Commercial 
Travellers youth program and was taken on as an in¬ 
ternational project in sport. 

It evolved from the rapid growth of soccer interest in 
the Tacoma area, where the Tacoma-Pierce County 
Soccer Association started with 32 players on two teams 
in 1961 and now has about 15,000 girls and boys regis¬ 
tered in its program. 


The first North American championship was held in 
Burnaby's Swangard Stadium in 1976. It was held in 
Tacoma in 1977 and was part of Regina's Diamond Jubi¬ 
lee celebrations last year. It is scheduled for Denver 
(his year, and Victoria and Ontario, where it would 
likely be held in the Toronto area, are bidding for the 
1980 event. 

Ken King, manager of Harbour Towers and a past 
UCT Grand Councillor who Is now a member of the UCT 
jurisprudence committee, is spearheading the effort to 
have Victoria selected as the 1980 site. And he has the 
support of Ken Zamberlin of Tacoma, Supreme Council¬ 
lor (international president) of the UCT. 

King, Zamberlin and Bill Shortt of Victoria, UCT 


Chief Agent for Canada, met Monday with tourism- 
minister Elwood Veitch and Victoria-mayor Mike 
Young and were assured of provincial and city sup¬ 
port. 

The North American Youth soccer championship 
has eight finalists, four from Canadian district play- 
downs and four from the U.S. Two Canadian finalists 
will come out of western competitions and two from 
playoffs involving the Atlantic provinces, Quebec and 
Ontario. In the U.S., there is a winner from a district of 
11 western states, one from the south, one from the 
mid-west and one from the east. 

The teams play a round-robin series designed to 


bring out two teams for a sudden-death U.S.-Canada 
championship game. 

The tournament is held about mid-August each 
year, and if Ills awarded to Victoria it will be held at 
Centennial Stadium and University of Victoria facilities 
will be used for housing and feeding the competing 
teams. 

The decision will come out of a mid-February meeting 
in Toronto between Zamberlin, Fred Stanbrook, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Youth Soccer Association, and Don 
Greer, chairman of the U.S. Youth Soccer Associa¬ 
tion. 

"It isn’t just up to me but you can say that I will be 
backing Victoria," Zamberlin said Monday. “ I think 
this would be an ideal place for the event."

McGuire of Esquimau and 
A1 Frame of the Racquet 
Club, survivors in the ’’B" 
side of the 26-rink double¬ 
knockout competition. 

At Campbell River the op¬ 
position will come from 
rinks skipped by Fred Dun¬ 
can and Ivan Carlisle of Port 
Alberni and Pat Ryan of 
Campbell River and Ray 
Jones of Port Hardy. The 
two survivors go to the pro 
vincial final, at the Victoria 
Racquet Club Feb. 16-18. 
along with one winner from 
each of the other two Pacific 
Coast Curling Association 
zones and four rinks from 
the B.C. Curling Associa¬ 
tion. 

It was a particularly re¬ 
freshing triumph for Cum¬ 
mings and his second, Kim 
Browning. The front-end 
members of Steve Skillings’

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Bradshaw rewrites passing records 
to lead Steelers to Super Bowl win 


&IIAMI (AP) — The noise 
Tom Henderson ultimately 


Bradshaw saved his best for 
last—for the final curtain In 
a decade of Super Bowls. 
And, when the last cheers 
faded, Pittsburgh Steelers 
were proclaimed unques. 
tioned champions. 35-31. 
over Dallas Cowboys. 

No one had ever thrown 


more than two. touchdowns 
in one of these National 
Football League extrava¬ 
ganzas. 

Bradshaw threw four of 
them.- 

No one- had ever thrown 
for more than 250 yards in 
one of these games. 


Bradshaw .threw for 253 in 
the first half alone and 
wound up completing 17 of 30 
passes for 318 yards, more 
than he’d ever thrown for in 
any pro game. 

And no one—not legendary 
Vince Lombardi’s Grcnn 
Bay Packers, not Don 
Simla's once-perfcct Miami 
Dolphins, not Tom Landry’s 
defending champion Cow¬ 
boys, not even Chuck Noll’s 
Steelers—had won this Hope 
Diamond of pro football 
more thin twice. 

Henderson, the loudmouth 
Cowboy linebacker, was dis¬ 
traught—but unbowed —by 
the defeat. “As you can see, 
I'm a little sad,’’ he said, 
letting tears flow freely. But 
he vowed that his brashness 
would continue to flow just 
as freely. 

“I want to keep the com¬ 
petitive sprit of football and 
any time I don't, I’ll get out 
... Now I’m upset. Right 
now. I’m on the verge of a 
heart attack. I’m hurt that 
we lost. I'm hurt that I didn’t 
make the big play to win the 
game." 

In a Super Bowl that 
turned out to be a Super 
Rematch, Bradshaw and the 
Steelers re-enacted their 
drama of three years ago. 
once again using the Cow¬ 
boys as foils. Once again 
they grabbed the seemingly 
insurmountable lead—and 
once again they held their 
collective breaths before 
hanging on for the narrow 
four-point victory. 

And once again, Lynn 
Swann, the Nureyev of wide 
receivers, was on the re¬ 
ceiving end of Bradshaw's 
game-winning touchdown 
pass. Last time, it had been 
a 84-yard bomb and a 21-17 
victory. This time it was an 
18-yard coffin nail for the 
final points. 

That made it 35-17 with 
less then seven minutes to 
play. On the sidelines, most 
of the Steelers were cele¬ 
brating, but Bradshaw was 
fuming. Too soon, he kept 
saying. The Cowboys aren’t 
out of it yet. 

"It made me mad the way 
our guys were whooping it 
up because I’d been in this 
game the last time with Dal¬ 
las where they came back, 
throwing the ball. Roger 
Staubaeh was scrambling 
well, throwing well, moving 
them down and they scored 
twice. Yeah. I was very 
upset because 1 hated know¬ 
ing that we’d scored 35 
points against this team, 
which is seldom if ever done, 
and that we could still lose a 
Super Bowl just because we 
thought we had it won." 

Staubaeh, who also com¬ 
pleted 17 of 30 passes but 
unlike Bradshaw did most of 
his throwing in the second 
half, found Billy Joe DuPree 
on a seven-yard scoring pass 
with 2;23 to play. Then he 
connected with Butch John¬ 
son on a four-yarder two 
minutes later after Dallas 
had pulled off a successful 
on-side kick. 

The only way the Cowboys 
could win. of course, was to 
get the ball back once more 
on an on-sjde kick and pray 
for a miracle. It didn't hap¬ 
pen. 

Rocky Bleier’s jumping 
catch of Bradshaw's third 
scoring pass of the day, a 
seven-yard looper 26 sec- 


The task of keeping the 
Steelers there also fell to 
Bleier, who pounced on Dal¬ 
las kicker Rafael Septien's 
soft roller with 22 seconds to 
play. Bradshaw then fell on 
the ball twice more to run 
out the clock. 

Bleier thought for a mo¬ 
ment about his two key 
plays. "The catch has to be 
the big one for me. It put us 
ahead 21-14, gave us that 
good feeling going into the 
locker room in front and ail 
that ...” 

Perhaps the two biggest 
plays cost Dallas dearly. 

The first came only mo¬ 
ments before Septien’s 27- 
yard field goal, the only 
points scored in the third 
period, and shaved Pitts¬ 
burgh’s lead to 21-17. 

Jackie Smith had spent 15 
years in a St. Louis Cardi¬ 
nals uniform, waiting in 
vain for a trip to an NFL 
championship game, and he 
finally made it with Dallas 
following a brief retirement. 
And there he was, all alone 
in the end zone, poised to 
make a game-tying catch. 

Staubaeh was shielded 
from Pittsbirgh's thunder¬ 
ing line, linebackers and de 
fensive backs. They said 
they were expecting a run on 
the third-and-three situa¬ 
tion. The quarterback 
flipped the ball almost—but 
not quite—perfectly. 

And Smith dropped it. 

“It hit me in the hip," 
Smith moaned. "The pass 
was just fine. I was wide 
open and I just missed it. I 
think I slipped ... what great 
guys on this team, and I let 
them down. It was a play 


Harris’ TD, came Swann. 
Randy White of the Cow¬ 
boys, who shared last year's 
Super Bowl MVP award, 
was one of this year's goats 
when he fumbled a kickoff 
after the Harris score. 

“I just picked it up and 
began to run and a guy hit 
me and the ball just popped 
out. I blame myself," he 
said. Dennis Winston re¬ 
covered, and on the first 
play, Swann made his scor¬ 
ing catch. 

Bradshaw opened the 
scoring with a TD pass, co¬ 
vering 28 yards, to the guy 
known primarily as Pitts¬ 
burgh’s "other” receiver, 
John Stallworth. He made a 
leaping catch in the left cor¬ 
ner of the end zone, just 5:13 
into the game. 

On the final play of the 
quarter, Staubaeh tied it 
with a swing pass to Tony 
Hill, who took the ball on the 
Steelers 26 and raced the 
rest of the 39 yards down the 
left side for the score. 

Henderson, who had two 
of Dallas' four sacks of 
Bradshaw, clutched the 
Steelers quarterback and 
fellow linebacker Mike Heg- 
man swiped the ball and 
sprinted 37 yards for a TD 
that gave Dallas a 14-7 lead 
less than three minutes into 
the second period. Less than 
two minutes later, Brad¬ 
shaw and Stallworth struck 
again. 

Bradshaw faded back 
from the 25 and dumped off 
a pass to Stallworth at the 
35. Comerback Aaron Kyle, 
burned by Stallworth once, 
was charred again. He dived 
at the receiver’s feet, 
missed, then could only 
watch as the play went for 75 
yards and a tying touch¬ 
down. 

The pattern of Pitts¬ 
burgh's game was passing 
into the soft underbelly of 
Dallas' defence, a defence 
dependent on getting to the 
quarterback to prevent the 
pass. 

"That's the key to their 
success, putting pressure on 
a pas,ser," Noll said. »

North Saanich council succeeded Mon¬ 
day in snuffing Scaland owner Bob 
Wright’s proposal for marina expansion in 
Tsehum Harbor, but didn't block his plans 
to build houses along the foreshore.* 

Council voted unanimously to turn down 
any applications for further water leases 
or extension of existing leases for com¬ 
mercial purposes in Tsehum Harbor, ef¬ 
fectively shooting down Wright's proposal 
tor an approximate 10 per cent increase in 
boat berths, from about 350 to about 500. 

The decision did not affect Wright's pro¬ 
posal to build houses in the area. 

In speaking to the motion. Aid. Edgar 
Farthing said there were 210 miles of 
shoreline in the Capital Region District, 
but that North Saanich, with 17 miles, was 
“providing much more than its share of 
berths." 

The unanimous vote followed a close I to 
3 decision to reject the municipality's 
own Advisory Planning Commission ma¬ 
jority report.

jority report recommended limited marina 
expansion and limited cluster-type housing 
for the Tsehum Harbor area. 

The report said marina expansion should 
proceed northwest around Whale Point and 
Tsa.vkum Harbor, leaving the present 
treed shoreline intact, and also suggested 
that land along the Tsaykum Harbor and 
Blue Heron Basin shorelines, in the Tse¬ 
hum Harbor area, be donated to the pub¬ 
lic.

School board hubbub 

Minister enters 
appointee fray 


Camosun College board appoint¬ 
ments, so recently laid to rest follow¬ 
ing charges of political interference 
and conflict of interest, have been 
exhumed by the education ministry 

In a letter received Monday by 
Greater Victoria school board chair¬ 
man Carol Pickup, Education Minister 
Pat McGeer said the ministry has 
decided to keep the Camosun College 
board within the Public Schools Act 
for the purpose of appointing college 
board members, a move which will 
throw out at least two of the four 
appointments made by Mrs. Pickup 
earlier this month 

"This confirms what I said before," 
Mrs. Pickup commented Monday. She 
had charged two weeks ago that the 
education ministry was attempting to 
interfere with the school board's ap¬ 
pointments. alleging that McGeer had 
backdated correspondence to disguise 
the interference, and that deputy edu¬ 
cation minister Dr. Walter Hardwick 
had tried to influence her appoint¬ 
ments by suggesting the ministry- 
might take the matter into its own 
hands if she went ahead and made 
her appointments. 

THE CHANGE also affects Vancou¬ 
ver Community College and Capilami 
College because, the minister said, 
like Camosun, their college regions, 
and thus the school boards which may 
appoint college board members, may 
be revised when the province insti¬ 
tutes 100 per cent operating subsidies 
for the colleges. 

Currently, only the Greater Victoria 
school district applies property taxes 
to the operation of Camosun College. 
Three other districts which use the col¬ 
lege—Sooke. Saanich, and the Gulf 


Islands—pay no taxes to support the 
college, send no representatives to 
its board, and pay slightly higher stu¬ 
dent fees for college courses. 

The other districts have indicated 
their interest in joining the college 
region when they no longer have to 
tax their property owners for the privi¬ 
lege, something which may come as 
early as this spring if the provincial 
budget includes 100 per cent operating 
subsidies for colleges. 

Including the Vancouver and Capi- 
lano colleges in the move was an at¬ 
tempt to disguise an action which was 
aimed primarily at the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school district, Mrs. Pickup 
said. 

THE IMPACT of the minister's deci¬ 
sion is that the Greater Victoria school 
board must now appoint four school 
board members to the college council 
under the Public Schools Act, McGeer 
said. Along with five government ap¬ 
pointees, they will be given the powers 
of a college board, as provided in 
the new Colleges and Provincial Insti¬ 
tutes Act, for a transitional period. 

The move nullifies the appointment 
last week, after considerable contro¬ 
versy, of two non-school trustees to 
the board by Mrs. Pickup, who had in 
turn overruled appointments made by 
the former school board chairman, 
Susan Brice, in December. 

The isSue was not raised during a 
school board meeting Monday (that 
meeting was recessed until Wednes¬ 
day). Mrs. Pickup said she did not 
intend to raise the matter unless other 
trustees did so, and said she would 
probably call a special meeting to 
discuss the minister's letter, and make 
new appointments to the college 
board.

"I was surprised. After the APC dealing 
with that part of the proposal for a year, I 
would've thought that council would've sat 
down with us and discussed the possibility 
of the offer of 12 acres and the shoreline 
going from private to public ownership. 

"Any immediate marina development is 
shelved for the present year. But not 
housing. We have no alternative but to 
head in the direction to have the land re¬ 
moved from the ALR. 

"(North Saanich Mayor) George Wes¬ 
twood lost sight of the objectives and 
thought it was a political fight.”

Parkin g plans mired 

Camosun 
stranded 
in protest

Camosun College trustees will soon be peering 
behind the Looking-Glass for solutions unless they can 
pick up their coattails and run twice as fast as 
the problems that have dodged the facililies-short 
college in the last year. 

The college’s current problem, and one for which an 
amicable solution now appears impossible, is where to 
put parking spaces required by municipal bylaws when it 
adds a new building to its Lansdowne campus. That building 
will eliminate an existing parking lot, and will increase 
the number of parking spaces required. 

Residents of Lansdowne Road didn’t like parking at the 
corner of Foul Bay and Lansdowne, so the college moved it 
into a wooded area between Argyle Street and Foul Bay, 
north of the campus. 

THAT DREW THE WRATH of Argyle and Ernest 
Avenue residents, who say the wooded area is a priceless 
natural asset, and threatened to lie down in front of the 
bulldozers. 

The lastest preliminary drawings, shown to the college 
council Monday, move the parking lot closer to Foul 
Bay Road, and further from Argyle Street. That approach 
avoids the picturesque forested portions of the vacant 
property known as the Hudson’s Bay Woods. 

But it runs afoul of one minor concern—that of college 
board members who jokingly decried the loss of a favorite 
blackberry patch in the area—and more major opposition 
from Oak Bay council, which urged the college on Monday 
to move off Foul Bay Road and back to the Argyle Street 
side. Among other things, that would make the whole 
issue Saanich's problem rather than Oak Bay’s since Foul 
Bay Road divides the two municipalities at that point. 

OAK BAY MAYOR Brian Smith bluntly told Camosun’s 
architect Terence Williams the municipality would not 
agree to proposed access to a 617-car parking lot entering 
solely off Foul Bay Road. 

Williams said Camosun wants only 15 acres of the 26. 
and only two more acres of land would be used to brine 
parking spaces up to standard. He said two acres of the 
parklike area are already used for car parking 

Smith said apart from the concern that Oak Bay had to 
preserve what is commonly known as the Hudson's Bay 
park—although it is not dedicated parkland—the municipal¬ 
ity also wanted to ensure traffic concerns were met 

HE STRONGLY CRITICIZED Camosun’s "big broth¬ 
er,” the University of Victoria, for not agreeing to co-oper¬ 
ate and provide some of its parking spaces to the college. 

"There is no communication or co-operation between 
them. Why can’t the bigger institution co-operate?" Smith 
demanded. 

Smith said Camosun should understand Oak Bay’s 
concern that not all traffic enter and exit onto Foul Bay 
Road because it tied up two intersections and there was 
always the possiblity that UVic might develop the va¬ 
cant land opposite the controversial site for high-class 
single-family housing. 

Williams took notes on Oak Bay’s considerations and 
said planning was still preliminary. He added that be 
cause of the number of jurisdictions involved—besides Oak 
Bay, Saanich, and BCBC, it also involves the provin¬ 
cial government and the Greater Victoria Public School 
Board—expansion at Lansdowne was extremely complex. 

THE ISSUE, as summed up by Camosun board chair 
man Janet Baird, is that residents regard the property as 
parkland an “ecological reserve in perpetuity," and the 
college as educational property (it was dedicated to 
the University of Victoria by the Hudson's Bay Company to 
be used for educational purposes). 

The college took one step Monday toward reducing its 
parking requirements by passing a motion to estab¬ 
lish parking fees. Municipal bylaws require 617 parking 
spaces, but with the present pattern of use, the college 
would need 1,065 spaces. A parking fee might encourage tne 
use of public transportation, car pools, or other methods of 
getting to the college, board member Peter Dorazio said. 

Too drastic a solution might not be any solution at all as 
far as nearby residents are concerned, college prin 
eipat Lloyd Morin warned Monday. If the college’s parking 
is too restricted, many Camosun users may resort to 
the time-honored approach of finding a bit of vacant curb in 
a nearby residential neighborhood and parking there, some¬ 
thing which has already caused friction between the college 
and its neighbors. 


Mayor blasts labor bill 



Smith 

, fears settlements 


Not only unions, but civic 
employers, are upset about 
the Essential Services Dis¬ 
putes Act brought in by the 
Social Credit government in 
December to settle the Koo¬ 
tenay school dispute 

Oak Bay Mayor Brian 
Smith, chairman of the 
Greater Victoria Labor Re¬ 
lations Association, added 
his voice to the chorus over 
the act—which permits 
unions to opt for compulsory 
binding arbitration—Mon¬ 
day night. 

Smith said that if the bill 
had been law in the last 
CUPE strike-lockout, mun- 
cipalitles and school boards 
would have been faced with 
"three-quarters of mad¬ 


ness" instead of the "half 
madness” of the increases 
awarded union workers in 
that settlement. 

"We would have had some 
simple-minded arbitrator 
sawing off the total madness 
of the union demands to 
three-quarters and I wonder 
how the taxpayers could 
have lived with that,” he 
said. 

Smith, who until now has 
used a conciliatory tone with 
labor in this key bargaining 
year, said he was “not 
alarmed totally about this 
legislation because of the 
need to educate children. 

"It doesn’t make sense to 
have compulsory arbitration 


for teachers but not for 
school janitors," he said. 

"I must rely on the good 
sense of this administration 
and future ones because we 
can't stand the pressure of 
compulsory arbitration. 
We've already had one set 
tlement of 16 per cent this 
year in Port Alberni." 

Smith said it would be 
"monstrous" if municipali¬ 
ties had settlements of such 
size Impressed on them by 
"some well-meaning and 
notty arbitrator." 

His comments came as 
council received and filed a 
letter from Labor Minister 
Allan Williams explaining 
the meaning of the Essential 
Services Disputes Act.

He said Nicholson had no 
respect for the property of 
others or any intention of 
rehabilitating himself. Only 
by some effort of his own 
could there be any rehabili¬ 
tation. and Nicholson had 
shown no such inclination. 

Laughton said the accused 
man was on parole from jail 
in Alberta where he had 
been convicted of breaking, 
entering and theft, and 
breaking and entering with 
intent to steal. 

Judge E.J.C. Stewart said 
if there is to be any rehabili¬ 
tation it must come from a 
change in Nicholson's atti¬ 
tude. He had no choice but to 
impose a custodial sentence, 
he said, but it would be at a 
provincial institution, not 
the penitentiary. 


Death driver: Sentence suspended 


An 18-ycar-old whose driving 
caused the death of a friend 14 
months ago was given a suspended 
sentence in Victoria county court 
Monday after pleading guilty to dan¬ 
gerous driving. 

Wayne Anthony Roos was placed 
on probation and prohibited from 
driving in Canada for a year. 

Judge E.J.C. Stewart said he 


found it hard to find a proper dispo¬ 
sition in the ease, but concluded it 
would be wrong to send Roos to jail 
for any length of time and difficult 
to believe that a fine would be ap¬ 
propriate 

He said Roos had been punished 
by his own carelessness. He noted a 
previous record of driving offences 
and disagreed with defence counsel 


that the fatality had been due to an 
error of judgment. 

Roos drove his car and passenger 
Kevin Skailes, 17, on Rockland near 
Oak Shade in excess of the posted 
20milcan-hour speed limit Nov. 1, 
1977. He lost control on a narrow, 
sloping curve and the car caught 
fire when it struck a pole, trapping 
Skailes inside. 


Roos got out and tried to rescue 
his friend but a guy wire attached to 
the utility pole prevented him from 
opening the door before the fire 
drove him back. 

Counsel William McElmoyle s^id 
it was a tragedy Roos wou ltfrU ve 
with in anguish, and because he 
drove without insurance, Roos was 
subject to a civil suit for damages.

"Normally you'd go to jail, but if you do you'd be out of 
the service," Alder said, adding that he felt the offence 
didn't justify discharge from the forces. 

He fined Drummond $250 on each of theiwo counts.

A 21-year-old who took out his anger on the wash¬ 
room wall of a Colwood hotel found it cost him $100. 

The court was told that Perry Lee Jones, of 130 
Burnside, punched two holes in the wall Jan. 6 following 
an argument elsewhere in which punches were thrown 

Jones pleaded guilty to wilful damage and was fined $50 
and ordered to pay $50 for the damage.

A 32-year-old Esquimau man was convicted of wilfully 
obstructing a police officer, failing to remain at the 
scene of an accident and driving with a blood-alcohol level 
in excess of .08 per cent. 


Judge William Ostler ruled there was not enough evidence 
to convict Wayne Soltys, 1086 Colville, of assaulting a police 
officer, and dismissed an impaired-driving charge. 

The charges arose out of a minor accident at a down¬ 
town traffic light early July 15 . <: 

Ostler ruled that there was no justification for Soltys 
leaving the accident scene. He recognized that there was a 
threat of possible abuse against the accused man by the 
other driver at the accident, but noted that it wasn't signifi¬ 
cant in that Soltys was had a male companion and was 
larger than the other driver, who was with a female. 


The fact that Soltys notified police once he returned 
home "doesn't let him off," said Ostler. 


In convicting Soltys of the over .08 charge, Ostler ques¬ 
tioned whether he had enough time between reporting the 
accident and the arrival of police at his home to have 
consumed the amount of whisky which he testified he'd 
had. 


The obstruction charge arose out of an attempt by 
Soltys to drink more while a police officer was demanding a 
breath test. In convicting him of that charge. Ostler dis¬ 
missed the assault charge, saying what occurred was the 
result of both of them reaching for the glass at the same 
time. 


Soltys was fined $400 on the over-.08 charge and $50 
each on leaving the scene and obstruction charges. 

Other drinking driving convictions before Alder included 
Barry Hermann, 22, of CFB Esquimau, fined $400. and 
Donald MacDonald. 19, of 750 Daisy, fined $100 plus 
eight months' probation to include the impaired driver 
course.

GARBAGE CHANGE OPPOSED 


An opinion poll on Saanich's garbage collection 
service is running about 2-1 against a change to 
curbside pickup. 

About 4,200 questionnaires have already been 
completed and returned to the municipal hall.’ At the 
end of the month all forms will be handed over to 
University of Victoria staff for a report to council. 

The survey was prompted by a report last sum¬ 
mer in which municipal engineer Clifford Warren 
forecast a saving of between $50,000 and $60,000 a 
year from possible changes in garbage disposal and 
collection methods. 

Switching to curbside from back door pickup 
would account for a major portion of the saving, but 


Warren also proposed replacement of some standard 
garbage pickup trucks with smaller one-man vehi¬ 
cles. 

These two changes would significantly reduce 
the municipality's garbage budget of about $900,000, 
he said. 

The proposed switch to curbside collection has, 
however, raised the ire of many residents, according 
to a source at the hall. 

A majority of the residents opposed to the 
scheme say cleanup crews would have to follow 
garbage trucks around the municipality, eliminating 
any cost saving, he said.

I doubt you are doing 
yourself any good except 
perhaps in saving prescrip¬ 
tion costs. In your case, this 
could be false economy. In¬ 
deral (a brand name for 
propranolol hydrochloride) 
helps smoothe out heart ac¬ 
tion. but it is not the kind of 
drug to be taken as symp¬ 
toms appear. Best results 
are achieved will) careful 
longlorm use of the mosl 
effective dosage possible. 

You are correct in your 
belief that generally the less 
medicine taken the better, 
but that is for tlje physician 
to decide, not you. Your hit. 
and-miss dosage is nut help¬ 
ing him decide just what the 
best dose is for you over the 
long run. Withdrawal from* 
these drugs must be done 


gradually. In effect, you are 
periodically cutting your 
body off from the drug's 
benoflcial effects and not 
doing your heart problem, 
whatever it is, any good. My 
suggestion is to take the 
drug as prescribed — both in 
dosage and timing — which 
is what your doctor has the 
right to expect from you. 
Not even a doc tor prescribes 
for himself.

In our part of the country, the most 
serious pest we have to contend with Is 
the aphid. 

Not that an individual aphid does 
such a terrible amount of damage, but 
because these plant lice propagate at 
such a prolific rate that they could 
overrun the whole garden in a single 
season if allowed to multiply uncon¬ 
trolled. 

Moreover, the aphid is one of our 
most common vectors that transmit 
disease from a sick plant to a healthy 
one, just as malaria is transmitted 
from sick to fceallhy humans by the 
anopheles mosquito. 

At this season of the year, most 
kinds of aphids have died or gone into 
hibernation, but their eggs have been 
laid — tiny, shiny oval eggs in masses 
on our shrubs and trees. It is from 
these eggs most of next summer's 
troubles will hatch if we don't do some¬ 
thing about them. 

The winter wash is the answer to 
.aphid eggs — and to quite a few other 
‘troubles too — and for my money, the 
dormant winter spray is the most im¬ 
portant one of the year. Ideally, fruit 
trees and berry bushes should be 
sprayed seven times a year — this is 
the government recommendation for 
commercial growers — but seven 
sprayings is a bit too strenuous and 
costly for the backyard gardener. 


In cutting down to a more easily 
handled spray schedule, though, the 
winter wash should be the last to be 
abandoned. Quite apart from killing 
aphid eggs, it helps control the small, 
shell-like scale insects that so often 
infest plums, cherries and peaches. 

The winter wash will also desiroy 
the spores of the apple and pear scab 
fungus and various other fungus dis¬ 
ease spores, and will at least help 
eradicate the lichens, mosses and 
green algae on the bark? 

While it is true that moss and lichen 
do no particular harm in themselves, 
they do provide shelter and cover to 
insect pests and disease spores seek¬ 
ing winter quarters. 

The sprays used for the winter 
wash are caustic and can be used only 
when the trees and shrubs are fully 
dormant. This means any time after 
the leaves have fallen and before the 
buds start t racking open in the spring. 
If you put off the winter wash too long, 
you might miss the safe period. 

The soft fruits—gooseberries, cur¬ 
rants, raspberries, logans and black¬ 
berries — should come first, followed 
by the stone fruits — peaches, plums, 
cherries and apricots — as these start 
into growth so early in the spring. 
Apples and pears may be left a bit 
later, taking advantage of any good 
spraying weather that comes along. 


Strawberries and nut trees are not 
sprayed, and obviously such corrosive 
sprays must never be used on broad- 
leafed or coniferous evergreens, but it 
is a good idea to do any fully dormant 
ornamental shrubs, small trees and 
roses along with the fruits. 

The best spray to clear off moss 
and to smother aphid eggs is a petro¬ 
leum distillate sold under such names 
as Spray Oil. Volck Supreme Oil or 
Dormant Oil Emulsion. 

A good spray to control scab — and 
the eggs of blister mites and rust mites 
— is lime sulphur, and fortunately, it 
is compatible with spray oil. and the 
two can be mixed together without loss 1 
of effectiveness. You can buy the two 
ingredients, together with full instruc¬ 
tions, under the name Ortho Dormant 
Spray Kit. 

Apply as a drenching spray, mak¬ 
ing sure every part of the tree is 
wetted to the drip-off point. Orass. 
growing plants and evergreen shrubs 
nearby should be covered and protect 
ed from the caustic spray, and it H a 
wise precaution for the operator to 
wear goggles and smear his hands atid 
face with barrier cream or vaseline 

Incidentally, this spray can be used 
for clearing moss and slime from 
crazy paving and stepping stones 
which have become dangerously slip¬ 
pery from this cause.

It is no use. My candid 
disclaimers of my Ill-gained 
reputation as an expert on 
birds are not believed, ex¬ 
cept by those who are bird 
experts, and know a fraud 
when they meet one. 

Only recently I thought I 
had unmasked myself for 
good, In terms that anyone 
could understand, by saying 
that I knew no more about 
birds than you could learn 
from owning an Airedale. 

However, the inquiries 
keep coming in. as if I were 
John James Audubon him¬ 
self. These people need help, 
but in good conscience 1 can¬ 
not refer all of them to the 
ornithology staff at the Nat¬ 
ural History Museum. Not 
only are they already over¬ 
worked. but some of the 
questions I get they couldn’t 
answer anyway.

hills. I sit here and wonder 
where they go and what they 
do at night. Do they sit in the 
trees? On the ground? Do 
they close their eyes? Do 
they sleep? Do they make 
love, lie on their sides and 
roll from side to side? If 
they sit on a branch and fall 
asleep or do they fall to the 
ground? Please tell me.” 

As you can see. part of my 
problem is the ambiguity of 
the question. Without wish¬ 
ing to embarrass Wickholm, 
1 must point out that I sim¬ 
ply cannot answer his ques¬ 
tions in their present form, 

What do they do at night, 
he asks. What does who do? 
He has not told me what kind 
of birds we are talking 
about. Different birds do dif¬ 
ferent things at night. The 
nightingale sings, the owl 
hoots, the Chicken sleeps 
(with his eyes shut). 

Also, how can I say wheth¬ 
er they sit in trees at night or 
on the ground. Take the kiwi 
bird. He doesn't sleep at 
night at all. He sleeps in the 
daytime, and neither in 
trees nor on the ground, but 
in burrows. I don’t know 
whether there are any kiwis 
in Laguna Hills or not. but in 
any case this can't be the 
bird Wickholm sees flying 
over his condo at night be¬ 
cause kiwis can’t fly. They 
are unable even to flap their 
w ings. which are more hairy 
that feathery. Their eves 


are tiny and their legs stout, 
and they have disagreeable 
claws on their toes. It is 
because, they are so ugly 
that kiwis do not come out in 
the daytime They are 
afraid they will be exter¬ 
minated like their relative, 
the moa. 

All birds make love: but 
whether they lie on their 
sides and roll from side to 
side I do not know. Again, it 
depends on what kind of bird 
we are talking about. In 
seeking an answer to such a 
question there is no substi¬ 
tute for field work. r suggest 
to Wickholm that he spend a 
night in the foothills of the 
Saddlebacks and watch. One 
is advised to wear warm, 
dry clothing for such an out¬ 
ing. and to be equipped with 
a pair of night binoculars, a 
compass, a pup tent, in ease 
of rain, and at least one half 
pint of bourbon whisky, per 
person. 

One is also cautioned to 
camouflage oneself and 
keep still, as most birds will 
not make love while being 
observed. In this they are 
more fastidious than mam¬ 
mals, including contempo¬ 
rary man. 

No: birds that sleep in 
trees do not fall to the 
ground. Birds may some¬ 
times be found dead under a 
tree, that is true; but in 
every such instance autop¬ 
sies prove that these crea¬ 
tures have frozen to death.

Gary, his brother. Darryl, 16. and their half-brother, 
Duyane Nuttall. 11, said their step-father often hit them on 
the knees with a club and that their mother also beat 
them. 

They said their step-father threw a butcher knife at 
them and often threatened them with a loaded rifle be¬ 
fore discharging the weapon into the ceiling.

Stables said the maintenance proce¬ 
dures and budget In the district are 
generally adequate, but more relief 
help is needed for district trades¬ 
men. ColquiU is a poorly constructed 
school which will require considerable 
maintenance in the future. Stables 
said. 

Mrs. Berry had complained about 
maintenance problems at McKenzie, 
Willows and Colqultz and had askt^l if 
the district's maintenance department 
was sufficiently staffed and financed 
to keep its schools in shape. The board 
had also received a letter from a 


C'olquitz parent asking about condi¬ 
tions at that school. 

Stables's report indicates that the 
school district had already taken ac¬ 
tion on some of the situations before 
they were raised by Mrs. Berry. A 
purchase order for the services of an 
exterminator to eliminate the termites 
at McKenzie was issued on Dec. 8, 10 
days before Mrs. Berry’s letter was 
received by the board, and plant su¬ 
pervisor Keith Hawkins had told the 
maintenance department on Dec. 5 
that the district was attempting to get 
financing for replacement of the leak¬ 
ing roof.

OTTAWA (CP) — The Ca 
nadlan transport commis 
sion has disallowed more 
than $20 million in subsidy 
payments claimed by the 
Canadian National Ralways 
and CP Rail. 

It also has ordered the two 
railways to reapply for an¬ 
other $55 million in grants to 
take into account new 
ground rules the commis 
sion established Monday for 
computing losses In the op¬ 
eration of uneconomic 
branch lines in the Prairie 
provinces. 

In a major decision, the 
transport commission said 
both railways had submitted 
claims for rail lines that did 
not qualify for the subsi 
dies.

Canadian Press 

B.C.’s environment is improving generally—and signlfi 
cantly in some areas of the province, says a report 
on air and water released Monday. 

Environment Minister Rafe Mair said in a news release 
that the improvement in environmental quality was related 


directly to the regulations imposed under the Pollution 
Control Act. 

Mair said the report is the first published use of a 
computerized system set up to monitor environmental 
trends in the province and correlates Information from 8,000 
test sites in areas particularly sensitive to environmental 
change—usually near Industrial plants and outfalls.

MOSCOW (AP) — U.S. 
officials confirmed 
Tuesday that a weekend 
fire at a Russian apart¬ 
ment building has 
knocked out one of two 
Soviet transmitters 
beaming microwave ra¬ 
diation at the U.S. em¬ 
bassy. 

An electronic check 
showed there was no de¬ 
tectable signal coming 
from the burned-out 
transmitter atop a 10- 
storey apartment build¬ 
ing across Tchaikovsky 
Street from the em¬ 
bassy. 

However a second 
transmitter south of the 
embassy' was still 
operating. 

The specific purpose of 
the microwave transmis¬ 
sions has never been dis¬ 
closed. But JJ.S. officials 
have theorized they 
could be aimed at jam¬ 
ming American electron¬ 
ic intelligence-gathering 
equipment or starting 
Soviet surveillance de¬ 
vices planted inside the 
embassy. 


Pluto now inside 
orbit of Neptune 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
For nearly 40 years, stu¬ 
dents have been learning 
that Pluto is the planet most 
distant from the sun. Mon¬ 
day, that was no longer 
true. 

The U.S. Naval Observa¬ 
tory reported that Pluto was 
edging inside the orbit of 
Neptune during the day, 
- making the planet named 
for the Greek sea god the 
most distant. 

And that will remain the 
case until March 14, 1999, 
when the orbits of the two 
cross again and Pluto re¬ 
gains its last-plafe ranking. 

Since Pluto was only dico- 
vered In 1930 by Clyde Tom¬ 
baugh at the Lowell Obser¬ 
vatory, this is the first time 
scientists will actually be 
aware of it moving inside of 
Neptune. 

However, they have cal- 
cuated that this event takes 
place every 248 years, 
meaning that it last hap¬ 
pened in 1731 and before that 
in 1483, 1235 and so forth, 
remaining inside the orbit of

The Naval Observatory 
reports that Pluto actually 
crossed Neptune’s orbit last 
November, but since the two 
planets do not have circular 
orbits it would not be closer 
to the sun than Neptune until 
Monday. 


Although the paths of the 
planets cross, there is no 
reason for alarm. They will 
never collide, the observa¬ 
tory added. Their orbits are 
so inclined that Pluto and 
Neptune can come no closer 
than about 384 million kilo¬ 
metres to one another.

Party rebuff 
brings shots 

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (UPI) - Raymond Wilson pleaded 
innocent Monday to charges he turned a Super Bowl party 
into a night of terror by spraying Kelly’s Bar with bullets 
that killed one and wounded two. 

A court spokesman said the 35-year-old concrete worker 
pleaded not guilty to one murder charge and two 
counts of first-degree assault. 

Wilson was being held on $75,000 bond, she said. 

Homicide detective John Swencki of the Louisville police 
said Wilson, apparently down because he was not allowed 
to join a private party of several dozen football fans, 
turned a replica of a Thompson submachine gun on them 
as they watched the Dalias-Pittsburgh game Sunday 
night. 

Some 30 shots were fired through the the tavern window 
from a vehicle outside, police said. One man was killed 
and a man and woman were injured. “Screaming and 
panic" followed, said Sgt. Larry Clan. 

Wilson had tried to join the football fans but was rebuffed. 

"The thintf is a replica of a Thompson submachine gun,” 
Swencki said. “It’s called a 45-calibre semi-automatic. 
It’s a rifle, like the weapons you think of gangsters using 
in the movies, held with two hands." 

Swencki said Wilson “has no record of violence like 
this.” 

Wilson reportedly left the shooting scene but returned 
about an hour later and surrendered quietly to police. 

Killed was Bobby Parnell, 40, of Louisville, shot once in 
the back. 

In stable condition in hospital, Swencki said, were Anita 
Dunlap, 32, and Lawrence Harper, 43. both of Louisville. 
Dunlap was hit in the hip and Harper in the back. 

Swencki said the 5:30 p.m. shooting from about 20 feet 
appeared entirely random.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
— The U.S. government 
sued the Peoples Temple 
Monday for $4.2 million to 
recover the cost of removing 
the bodies of the 900 church 
members who died in a mass 
suicide-murder at a mission 
in Guyana. 

The justice department 
filed the suit in U.S. District 
Court at the same time as 
the five children of Repre¬ 
sentative Leo Ryan, slain 
just before the bizarre death 
rite, filed a wrongful death 
suit against the church. 

Both suits came the day 
before Superior Court Judge 
Ira Brown was to open a 
hearing on a petition by 
Charles Garry, a Peoples 
Temple lawyer, to dissolve 
the church. 

Attorney Marvin Lewis, 
representing Ryan’s chil¬ 
dren, said general damages 
of about $1 million would be 
sought for each child and his 
clients were also seeking 
punitive damages. 

Lewis’ suit said the Rev. 
Jim Jones, founder of the 
cult, and his aides “con¬ 
spired. planned and execut¬ 
ed a plot of murder" while 
Ryan was at Jonestown to 
investigate charges of bru¬ 
tality at the jungle mission. 


Mistrial frees

HOUSTON (UPI) — A 
judge Monday declared a 
mistrial in the murdcr-for- 
hire case of T. Cullen Davis, 
and within minutes the Fort 
Worth millionaire posted 
bond of $30,000 in cash and 
left the courtroom arm-in¬ 
arm with his mistress. 

Davis, 45, charged with 
paying an FBI Informant 
$25,000 to arrange thd mur¬ 
der of the judge in his di¬ 
vorce case, Joe Eidson, 
smiled and waved as he left 
the courthouse.

Davis, partner in a billion-

was acquitted in 1977 of the 
murder of his stepdaughter, 
Andrea Wilborn. He was 
also accused of murdering 
his estranged wife’s loVer, 
Stan Farr, and wounding his 
wife and a family friend. 

Priscilla Davis said she 
put flowers on the graves of 
her daughter and lover ear¬ 
lier Monday. “Today was 
Andrea and Stan’s birth-’ 
day," she said. 

In the earlier murder 
trial.

PUFFER SPECIES

OTTAWA (CP) — The number of non-smokers 
increased to 58.1 per cent of the population over 15- 
years-old from 47.2 per cent in 1965, the health 
department said Monday. 

A department survey, released to coincide with 
National Education Week on Smoking, said the per¬ 
centage of met^non-smokers rose by nearly 18 per 
cent. 

The increase was due mainly to the drop in smok¬ 
ing men between the ages of 20 and 24 and those 
between 45 and 64 years old. 

The number of women non-smokers increased by 
only 1.2 per cent during the 13-year period. 

Coincidentally, Statistics Canada figures also re¬ 
leased Monday showed Canadians smoked 1.1 billion 
fewer cigarettes last year, the first recorded de¬ 
crease in domestic consumption. 


A new search 
for dollar help 


OTTAWA (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral government is going 
abroad again to borrow 
money to help prop up the 
weak Canadian dollar. It has 
borrowed almost $5 billion 
abroad in the last year. 

The finance department 
announced Monday that it is 
negotiating in Japan for a 
public offering of Canadian 
government bonds and 
through other loans, both to 
be denominated in yen. 

The department gave no 
details of the amount or de¬ 
tails of the borrowing—the 
fifth lime in a year it has 
replenished its foreign cur¬ 
rency reserves through bor¬ 
rowing. 


The Bank of Canada has 
been dipping heavily into its 
foreign reserves to buy up 
unwanted Canadian dollars 
on foreign money markets in 
the last year in an attempt to 
ease the dollar’s downward 
slide. 

But although the central 
bank converted $4.9 billion 
of foreign reserves into Ca¬ 
nadian dqilgrs in the last 
year, the dollar had slipped 
by about six cents U.S. at the 
end of the year. 

A spokesman in the fi¬ 
nance department said an¬ 
nouncement of the negotia¬ 
tions had been made 
because of recent specula¬ 
tion that a loan was being 
arranged in Japan.

Schreyer, who swore his 
oath on a 128-year-old family 
Bible passed down from his 
German ancestors, stressed 
the need for tolerance and 
appreciation among Cana¬ 
dians of different origins. 

"The freedoms we now 
share and cherish are equal 
to the bes,t of countries on 
this planet. They are sur¬ 
passed by none. They can be 
greater still. It is not neces¬ 
sary to break the bonds of 
our common history to do 
so." 

Schreyer’s wife Lily, 
dressed in an ivory-colored, 
calf-length dress, sat or 
stood beside him throughout 
the ceremony. Their chil¬ 
dren—Lisa, Karmel, Jason 
and Toban—were nearby.

Second fire kills 
New Jersey tots 


JERSEY CITY, N.J. (AP) 
— Northern New Jersey’s 
second tenement fire in 
three days killed five chil¬ 
dren and two adults Monday 
and police launched a man¬ 
hunt for an arsonist who 
may have set fire to the 
building in a personal ven¬ 
detta. 

The fire brought the death 
toll to 40 persons killed in 
fires thought to have been 
deliberately set in northern 
New Jersey cities in the last 
six weeks, authorities said. 

A mother and five chil¬ 
dren were among those who 


died when a pre dawn blaze 
swept through a four-storey 
brick building in the third 
such fire in the Jersey City 
tenement since December. 

Victims were seen pound¬ 
ing on a window shortly be¬ 
fore firefighters arrived but 
apparently were overcome 
by smoke when they tried to 
reach a fire escape, said 
Deputy Fire Chief Dominick 
Cardillo. 

"If they had stayed at the 
front window, we could have 
gotten them out. But when 
people are in a fire, they 
panic,” Cardillo said. 


BEIRUT (AP) — A re¬ 
mote-control bomb in a car 
blew up on a Beirut street 
Monday, demolishing a 
passing station wagon and 
killing eight persons, includ¬ 
ing Ali Hassan Salameh. the 
reputed mastermind of the 
massacre of Israeli athletes 
at the 1972 Munich Olym¬ 
pics, officials said. 

They said the explosion 
killed four Palestinian body¬ 
guards in the station wagon 
with Salameh while shrap¬ 
nel and flying glass killed 
three Lebanese pedestrians 
and wounded 16 others. 

Salameh married Geor¬ 
gina Rizk, Lebanon's Miss 
Universe of 1972, during the 
country’s 1975-76 civil war. 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) said Sa¬ 
lameh, code-named Abu 
Hassen, was fatally injured 
when the car, parked near 
his heavily-guarded home in 
Beirut’s Moslem sector, was 
detonated by remote control 
as his station wagon passed 
it.

Abu Hassan, 36, was the 
top security officer of PLO 
guerrilla chief Yasser Ara¬ 
fat and was chief of the se¬ 
cret service of Al Fatah, the 
largest of the seven PLO 
factions.

rilla movement were in Da¬ 
mascus, Syria, attending a 
strategy session of the Pa¬ 
lestinian National Council, 
the PLO’s parliament-in¬ 
exile.

B.C. police departments won an over¬ 
whelming vote of confidence on the type of 
job they arc doing in a survey of social 
indicators in the province conducted by 
two University of Victoria sociologists. 

However, 46 per cent of respondents to 
the poll also said they felt less safe walk¬ 
ing on the streets than they did five years 
previously. 

Begun last March by Daniel Koenig and 
Gabrielle Goudy, the survey involved the 
mailing of some 1.500 letters to a repre¬ 


sentative sampling of British Colum¬ 
bians. 

OF’ 1,248 questionnaires presumed to 
have reached addresses, 907, or 73 per 
cent, were returned with usable data. 

Preliminary results, interpreted by 
Paula DeBeck, showed 92.6 per cent of re¬ 
spondents rated police in their areas good 
or very good, compared with one per 
cent neutral and 6.4 per cent bad or very 
bad. 

On a provincial level, 94.1 per cent rated 
police good or very good, 1.2 per cent were 
*1 


neutral and 4.7 per cent rated police bad or 
very bad. 

Twenty-six per cent of respondents said 
they or members of their household had 
been victimized by theft In the preceding 
year and 47 per cent said there was a 
place within a mile of their homes where 
they would be afraid to walk alone at 
night. 

ALTHOUGH 46 PER CENT said they 
felt less safe on the streets today than five 
years ago, 52 per cent responded that they 


did not feel much different and two per 
cent said they felt safer. 

Asked about police field practices, 51.3 
per cent felt the law’s treatment of sus¬ 
pects was about right, 24.4 per cent as too 
inconsistent, 21.5 per cent as too easy and 
2.8 per cent as too harsh. The other 17.1 per 
cent said they did not know enough to 
answer. 

Another set of questions asked about 
satisfaction with various aspects of life. 
Thirty-five per cent said they were either

NANAIMO — When the entire Nanaimo city council 
travels to Victoria today, it will have the spectre of 1980 
hot on its heels. 

Council members will be making the Victoria trek to 
talk to two cabinet ministers and other government offi¬ 
cials about the financial burden the city faces in 1980. 

That's when Nanaimo becomes responsible for all roads 
and policing in the city, which more than doubled in size in 
1975. 

The 1975 amalgamation of Nanaimo and its surround¬ 
ing improvement districts left the city with heavy fi¬ 
nancial obligations that it believes were not adequate¬ 
ly covered in the original restructure agreement with 
the province. 

In March of last year, the city sent a brief to the pro¬ 
vincial government, asking for $22 million in additional 
restructure grants. 

Now, 10 months later, city council is going to find out 
how Victoria feels about the request for extra money. 

In the report, city council said that the financial as¬ 
pect of amalgamation now threatens to overwhelm the 
community. 

The original agreement for amalgamation provided 
for highways maintenance and policing in the new areas of 
the city to be paid for by the province for the first five 
years. • 

In addition, the province gave the city $4.7 million in 
grants, representing taxes and per-capita grants in the 
new areas far the three previous years. 

The city has spent only $1.6 million of that amalga¬ 
mation money, neVvously reserving the rest for the day the 
city assumes the responsibility for some 200 miles of road in 
the new parts of the city, and policing costs for a new area 
population of about 25,000. 

In the March, 1978, report to the province, council said 
it simply could not live with the highways deal Nanaimo 
was given. 

The 25.000 residents of the new areas of the city had 
been taxed at 10 mills and did not expect a high level of 
roads services. 

But. said the report, as soon as those residents were 
taken into the city, they expected a higher level of ser¬ 
vice. 

The city maintains that when it picks up the roads 
cost in the new areas, the province will be saving $275,- 
000 a year on highways alone. 

In addition, council said, it has already been spending 
city money on roads in the new areas. 

"This sizeable financial burden, $275,000 a year, has 
been unavoidable because of the basic misconception in 
the restructure formula, which assumed that the level of 
service formerly provided by the department of highways 
would still be acceptable to the city taxpayers after amal¬ 
gamation. 

"Demands for service above and beyond department of 
highways standards are received daily by the city — and 
very' few can be handled by referral to the local highways 
office,” the city added. 

A February, 1978, road inventory report done for the 
city shows that of the 200 miles of road in the new city 
area. 22.5 miles are undeveloped. 

The remaining 177 miles of road are in poor shape, 
the report noted. 


Some 173 miles, or 98 per cent, are below city stan 
dards, and some 168 miles, or 95 per cent, are also below 
highway standards. 

"A beautiful gift for 1980," the report comments. Esti¬ 
mated cost to upgrade the roads to city rural standards 
is $24 million. 

In its $22 million request, the city has asked for a $11 
million road capital project grant. 

In addition, it has asked for new terms of takeover 
by the city, with a phased-in acceptance of roadwork. 

Nanaimo has also drawn the province’s attention to 
the Trans-Canada Highway, which passes through the 
heart of Nanaimo. 

"It has been staled that 10 per cent of the highway traf 
fic accidents in British Columbia occur in the stretch 
of No. 1 Highway passing through Nanaimo," the re¬ 
port observed. 

The council asked the highways ministry to imple¬ 
ment a solution to, the problem, with some type of by 
pass. 

Another cost facing the city is the metering of all 
water connections. 

At the time of amalgamation, the old city had only 147 
of 4,264 connections metered. 

However, the new areas, with 7.088 connections, had 
5,112 of them metered. 

Nanaimo council agreed with the restructure com¬ 
mittee that it would be more equitable to put everyone on 
meters, but the cost of that to the city is expected to be 
$600,000. 

Besides highways costs, the largest single item fac¬ 
ing the city is that of storm drainage. 

City council was stunned by a 1977 report estimating 
the cost of necessary storm drainage programs for the 
city al $15 million, with necessary systems support¬ 
ing the trunk system more than doubling the cost. 

“Once again, the city is faced with capital outlay far 
beyond its financial resources," the report said. 

Council is also seeking a grant of $1.4 million for its 
fire department building program; an exemption of the time 
limit on the city's assuming policing costs, and a $100,000 
capital grant for the emergency measures'program. 

Other requests include funds for neighborhood and 
community parks; better provincial maintenance of New¬ 
castle Island provincial park, and money for. city hall 
expansion to house the increased city staff. 

The city is also asking for a solution to the ferry prob¬ 
lem for Protection Island — probSbly a capital grant for 
a ferry and dock, and an annual operating grant. 

The capital grant request for Newcastle Island is $210,- 
000 and an annual operating grant of $15,000 has been 
requested. 

The grand total of requests is $22 million that the 
city council believes can be justifiably attributed to 
amalgamation. 

The request has been in the hands of the provincial 
government for 10 months. 

Now, faced with preparation of the last annual bud 
get before 1980. and confronted with the recently-announced 
municipal budget restraints of five per cent, Nanaimo city 
council is anxious to get some answers. 

Council will be meeting this afternoon with Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs Minister William Vander Zalm and High¬ 
ways Minister Alex Fraser. 

Whether the province will banish the spectre of 1980 for 
the city remains to be seen, but council members are 
hoping that B.C. can, at least, reduce it to manage¬ 
able proportions. 


Hospital bacteria facing formidable foes 


W ITH THEIR sterile corridors, white- 
gowned staff, and the scent of medication 
permeating everything, hospitals appear to be 
very clean places. 

But appearances can be deceiving. Wounds 
and the various types of tubes hospitals stick 
into people are key entry points for the bacteria 
that find a home in the warm hospital environ¬ 
ment, sterile though it may seem to the naked 
eye. 

As the scene of treatment for many contagious 
illnesses, hospitals hold rich potential for infec¬ 
tion. sometimes by germs which, owing to con¬ 
stant exposure to antibiotics in the hospital, have 
become immune to standard methods of treat¬ 
ment. 


S TUDYING infections and how they get start¬ 
ed hi hospitals requires an enormous amount 
of data, Victoria General Hospital medical 
director Dr. Don Carlow said in an interview. 

The physician, the type of risk, the pa¬ 
tient, the type of operation, the operating 
room, the ward a patient came from or went to, 
the antibiotic the patient received, and the treat¬ 
ment are among the many possible explanations 
for hospital-acquired ("nosocomial") infec¬ 
tions. 

At Victoria General, the problem is being 
attacked by a computerized infection control 
program, the first in Canada and one of only a 
half dozen in North America. 

"You can do superficial work manually, but 
the huge amount of data needed for a more 
sophisticated program makes manual handling 
a nightmare," VGH infection control officer 
David Birnbaum said. 

The computerized program came about when 
the hospital began looking for an infection con¬ 
trol officer more than two years ago. Like every 
accredited hospital, it had an infection control 
committee made up of nursing, administrative 
and medical staff, but the hospital decided it 
wanted a more organized approach, with a 
staff member to provide more accurate and 
complete data for the committee. 


I T GOT that in Birnbaum. an epidemiologist 
(one who studies the spread of disease) with 
an interest in statistics and a ready-made com¬ 
puter program for infection control that he had 
developed on his own. 

A grant from the Woodward Foundation pur¬ 
chased computer time at the University of Vic¬ 
toria to get the project off the ground. 

The hospital's intection control program relies 
on a reporting system which identifies every 
infection in the Hospital on a standard form.

There are five major types of nosocomial 
infection Carlow said—urogenital, respiratory, 
wound, blood, and gastrointestinal. 

T HE FREQUENT use of catheters, intrave¬ 
nous feeding or medication, and other "in¬ 
vasive" treatment procedures; the entryway for 
bacteria created by surgical wounds: and lapses 
in isolation or sterilization methods can all 
spread infection within a hospital. 

All infection reports go to Birnbaum. who 
investigates them more thoroughly to make sure 
that all the essential information is on the 
reporting form. Once put into the computer, the 
information can be retrieved many different 
ways, depending on what the infection control 
officer wants to look at. 

The quarterly computer printout shows the 
over all number and rate of infections in the 
hospital, the organism doing the infecting, the 
wards in which various types of infections occur, 
and the type of medication to which the infec¬ 
tions respond.

The hospital also looks at infections that 
occurred outside the hospital. They help the 
hospital keep tabs on how, efficient it is at. 
isolating these infections from other patients. 

The main value of the system is that it 
can spot unusual trends. In one case, for 
instance, the computer was used to track down a 
certain type of infection that was occurring in 
post-surgical patients. The computer identified a 
specific operating room as the factor which the 
infected patients shared, and observation in the 
operating room revealed that a certain tech¬ 
nique in the operating room was not being done 
well. 

T HE PROCEDURE was- modified and the 
infection stopped. 

Although no cost-benefit studies of compu¬ 
terized infection control have been done (com¬ 
puter time costs about $4,000 a year), the pro¬ 
gram is undeniably valuable to both the hospital 
and the patients, Carlow said. 

"With an organized infection control pro¬ 
gram, with a good system of early detection and 
controls, we should be able to reduce the risk of 
infection and the cost by reducing the length of 
stay and the number and amount of medications 
needed, by returning people to productive lives 
earlier, and by reducing the risk of legal action 
against the hospital." 

The hospital's 3.7 infections for each 100 


discharges compares favorably with other com¬ 
munity hospitals, and with future developments. 
VGH hopes to cut down the numbers. 

. The ultimate capability of a computerized-in 
fection control system has barely been tapped, 
Carlow and Birnbaum agree. 

Among other refinements, the hospital hopes 
in the future to define its risk categories more 
closely, separating "clean" surgical wounds 
(from removal of a gallbladder, for instance) 
from "dirty” surgical wounds (removal of a 
highly infected appendix, for example) or from 
wounds acquired outside the hospital. 

"In our raw data an infected appendix is 
now grouped with a gallbladder, but a better 
measure of our efficiency at controlling infec¬ 
tions is the clean wound infection rate." 


F OCUSSING ON certain types of operations. 

such as total hip replacements or lumbar 
disc operations, may help manage infection in 
these cases better. 

Staff co-operation in the program, critical to 
its success, has been improving steadily as staff 
members become more familiar with it, Carlow 
said. The thoroughness of the program contrasts 
.strongly with the haphazard and superficial 
infection control program in existence before, 
and considerable in-service training has been 
required to acquaint everyone with their respon¬ 
sibilities. 

As the mechanism for reporting infections 
improves, the computer program itself (nick¬ 
named "Aardvark" by Birnbaum) will be im¬ 
proved. Routine surveillance is well established, 
and Birnbaum is beginning to program the com¬ 
puter to do studies on factors such as the 
intravenous used, the 
and the impact on the 
The next phase will be to 
down so it can be handled by a mini computer. 
Ultimately, Birnbaum hopes to use the program 
for “risk estimation.” 


W HEN A PATIENT walks through the door, 
his medical history and current status will 
be plugged into the computer, which will then 
sort through the hundreds of variables involved 
in infection and tell the hospital how the risk can 
be kept to a minimum. 

The beauty of Aardvark, says Birnbaum, 
clearly proud of his creation, is its flexibil¬ 
ity. It can be constantly redesigned for dif¬ 
ferent studies with little trouble, since all 
the essential data is already in the system. 
In addition, the program is portable, and could 
be used to do studies at other hospitals or 
universities, he said. «— -<• -.. 
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GARBAGE CHANGE OPPOSED 


An opinion poll on Saanich’s garbage collection 
service is running about 2-1 against a change to 
curbside pickup. 

About 4,200 questionnaires have already been 
completed and returned to the municipal hall. At the 
end of the month all forms will be handed over to 
University of Victoria staff for a report to council. 

The survey'was prompted by a report last sum¬ 
mer in which municipal engineer Clifford Warren 
forecast a saving of between $50,000 and $60,000 a 
year from possible changes in garbage disposal and 
collection methods. 

Switching to curbside from back-door pickup 
would account for a major portion of the saving, but 


Warren also proposed replacement of some standard 
garbage pickup trucks with smaller one-man vehi¬ 
cles. 

These two changes would significantly reduce 
the municipality's garbage budget of about $900,000, 
he said. 

The proposed switch to curbside collection has, 
however, raised the ire of many residents, according 
to a source at the hall. 

A majority of the residents opposed to the 
scheme say cleanup crews would have to follow 
garbage trucks around the municipality, eliminating 
any cost saving, he said. 


Stereo theft brings 
maximum jail term 


Stealing two stereo sets 
while on parole from Alber¬ 
ta brought a man the maxi- 
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mum term in a provincial 
jail when he appeared in 
Victoria county court Mon¬ 
day. 

Patrick Daniel Nicholson, 
21, was sentenced to two 
years less a day for taking 
the sets from Woolco de¬ 
partment store, 3601 Doug¬ 
las, Dec. 20, 1977, carrying 
each one separately from 
the store to the parking lot 


before a bystander tipped 
off a store clerk. 

"This man has a terrible 
record. He must be charac¬ 
terized as a thief,” crown 
counsel Don Laughton said 
in asking for a penitentiary 
sentence. 

Crimes of theft are on a 
startling increase in Vic¬ 
toria. Laughton said, and the 
court should make the sen¬ 
tence substantial to deter 
others and to protect the 
public. 

He said Nicholson had no 
respect for the property of 
others or any intention of 
rehabilitating himself. Only 
by some effort of his own 
could there be any rehabili¬ 
tation, and Nicholson had 
shown no such inclination. 

Laughton said the accused 
man was on parole from jail 
in Alberta where he had 
Been convicted of breaking, 
entering and theft, and 
breaking and entering with 
intent to steal. 

Judge E.J.C. Stewart said 
If there is to be any rehabili¬ 
tation it must come from a 
change in Nicholson's atti¬ 
tude. He had no choice but to 
impose a custodial sentence, 
he said, but it would be at a 
provincial institution, not 
the penitentiary.

Two men "on the verge of 
being candidates for peni¬ 
tentiary time” were sen¬ 
tenced to two years less a 
day In Victoria county court 
Monday for possession of 
$800-$900 worth of restricted 
drugs and syringes. 

Paul Douglas MacRae and 
Adam Alfred Milne, both 25, 
pleaded guilty to having a 
quantity of goods knowing 
they were stolen from a 
McGill and Orme drug store 
last Feb. 25. 

Other charges of breaking 
and entering the store and a 
doctor’s office, and of 
possession of stolen goods 
were stayed by the crown. 

Judge Thomas Darling 
noted both men were drug 
users, which he attributed to 
their criminal activities, 
and both had records of 
note. "I intend to impose 
sentences of such severity 
as to deter others from a 
similar course," he said. 

He would not send the men 
to penitentiary, but would 
allow one more chance in 
the provincial correctional 
system, recommending the 
sentences be served in an 
institution like Redonda Bay 
camp. 

As far as MacRae is con¬ 
cerned, the term will be con¬ 
current with sentences of 12 
and 18 months he is serving 
for breaking and entering at 
the Royal Bank, and posses 
sion of prohibited 
weapons—two sawed-off 
shotguns, committed after 
Feb. 25 last year. 


Death driver: Sentence suspended 


An 18-year-old whose driving 
caused the death of a friend 14 
months ago was given a suspended 
sentence in Victoria county court 
Monday after pleading guilty to dan¬ 
gerous driving. 

Wayne Anthony Roos was placed 
on probation and prohibited from 
driving in Canada for a year. 

Judge E.J.C. Stewart said he 


found it hard to find a proper dispo¬ 
sition in the case, but concluded it 
would be wrong to send Roos to jail 
for any length of time and difficult 
to believe that a fine would be ap¬ 
propriate. 

He said Roos had been punished 
by his own carelessness. He noted a 
previous record of driving offences 
and disagreed with defence counsel 


that the fatality had been due to an 
error of judgment. 

Roos drove his car and passenger 
Kevin Skailes, 17, on Rockland near 
Oak Shade in excess of the posted 
20-mile-an-hour speed limit Nov. 1, 
1977. He lost control on a narrow, 
sloping curve and the car caught 
fire when it struck a pole, trapping 
Skailes inside. 


Roos got out and tried to rescue 
his friend but a guy wire attached to 
the utility pole prevented him from 
opening the door before the fire 
drove him back. 

Counsel William McElmoyle said 
it was a tragedy Roos would live 
with in anguish, and because he 
drove without insurance, Roos was 
subject to a civil suit for damages 



Provincial Court 


A Canadian Forces man got a break in sentencing 
in Victoria provincial court Monday from Judge Hafold 
Alder after pleading guilty to two charges of driving while 
disqualified. — 

Robert Drummond. 23, of 930 Old Esquimau, had lost 
his licence earlier for impaired driving. 

"Normally you’d go to jail, but if you do you’d be out of 
the service," Alder said, adding that he felt the offence 
didn’t justify discharge from the forces. 

He fined Drummond $250 on each of the two counts.

A 21-year-old who took out his anger on the wash 
room wall of a Colwood hotel found it cost him $100.

A 32-year-old Esquimau man was convicted of wilfully 
obstructing a police officer, failing to remain at the 
scene of an accident and driving with a blood-alcohol level 
in excess of .08 per cent. 

Judge William Ostler ruled there was not enough evidence 
to convict Wayne Soltys, 1086 Colville, of assaulting a police 
officer, and dismissed an impaired-driving charge. 

The charges arose out of a minor accident at a down 
town traffic light early July 15. 

Ostler ruled that there was no justification for Soltys 
leaving the accident scene. He recognized that there was a 
threat of possible abuse against the accused man by the 
other driver at the accident, but noted that it wasn’t signifi 
cant in that Soltys was had a male companion and was 
larger than the other driver, who was with a female. 

The fact that Soltys notified police once he returned 
home "doesn't let him off,” said Ostler.

ling there several times a 
week to use it. 

The rationale for voca¬ 
tional education in the past 
has frequently been that "if 
you aren't good with your 
brains you must be good 
with your hands," Brousson 
noted.

PUFFER SPECIES 
ENDANGERED? 

OTTAWA (CP) — The number of non-smokers 
Increased to 58.1 per cent of the population over 15- 
years-old from 17.2 per cent in 1965, the health 
department said Monday. 

A department survey, released to coincide with 
National Education Week on Smoking, said the per¬ 
centage of men non-smokers rose by nearly 18 per 
cent. 

The increase was due mainly to the drop in smok¬ 
ing men between the ages of 20 and 24 and those 
between 45 and 61 years old. 

The number of women non-smokers increased by 
only 1.2 per cent during the 13-year period. • 

Coincidentally, Statistics Canada figures also re¬ 
leased Monday showed Canadians smoked 1.1 billion 
fewer cigarettes last year, the first recorded de¬ 
crease In domestic consumption. 


A new search 
for dollar help 


OTTAWA (CP) —The fed¬ 
eral government is going 
abroad again to borrow 
money to help prop up the 
weak Canadian dollar. It has 
borrowed almost $5 billion 
abroad in the last year. 

The finance department 
announced Monday that it is 
negotiating in Japan for a 
public offering of Canadian 
government bonds and 
through other loans, both to 
be denominated in yen. 

The department gave no 
details of the amount or de¬ 
tails of the borrowing—the 
fifth time in a year it has 
replenished its foreign cur¬ 
rency reserves through bor¬ 
rowing. 


The Bank of Canada has 
been dipping heavily into its 
foreign reserves to buy up 
unwanted Canadian dollars 
on foreign money markets in 
the last year in an attempt to 
ease the dollar’s downward 
slide. 

But although the central 
bank converted $1.9 billion 
of foreign reserves into Ca¬ 
nadian dollars in the last 
year, the dollar had slipped 
by about six cents U.S. at the 
end of the year. 

A spokesman in the fi¬ 
nance department said an¬ 
nouncement of the negotia¬ 
tions had been made 
because of recent specula¬ 
tion that a loan was being 
arranged in Japan. 


Second fire kills 
New Jersey tots 


JERSEY CITY, N.J. (AP) 
— Northern New Jersey’s 
second tenement fire in 
three days killed five chil¬ 
dren and two adults Monday 
and police launched a man¬ 
hunt for an arsonist who 
may have set fire to the 
building in a personal ven¬ 
detta. 

The fire brought the death 
loll to 10 persons killed in 
fires thought to have been 
deliberately set in northern 
New Jersey cities in the last 
six weeks, authorities said. 

A mother and five chil¬ 
dren were among those who 


played, choirs sang and dig¬ 
nitaries applauded during 
the pageantry. The official 
moment of installation came 
when Schreyer signed oaths 
of office pledging allegiance 
to Queen Elizabeth and ser¬ 
vice to Canadians. 

After the solemn swear¬ 
ing-in at the red-carpeted 
Senate chamber crammed 
with most of the 1,500 invited 
guests, Schreyer, delivered 
a speech in which he spoke 
English, French, German, 
Ukrainian and Polish. 

“It is with profound sad¬ 
ness that I note a minority 
view that docs not acknowl¬ 
edge that in an enlightened 
federal Canada there is 
scope for the fullest express¬ 
ion of cultural and linguistic 
heritage," he said in reply to 
a short speech by Prime 
Minister Trudeau. 

Schreyer, who swore his 
oath on a 128-year-old family 
Bible passed down from his 
German ancestors, stressed 
the need for tolerance and 
appreciation among Cana¬ 
dians of different origins. 

"The freedoms we now 
share and cherish are equal 
to the best of countries on 
this planet. They are sur¬ 
passed by none. They can be 
greater still. It is not neces¬ 
sary to break the bonds of 
our common history to do 
so." 

Schreyer’s wife Lily, 
dressed in an ivory-colored, 
calf-length dress, sat or 
stood beside him throughout 
the ceremony. Their chil¬ 
dren—Lisa, Karmel, Jason 
and Toban—were nearby.

OTTAWA (CP) — Conser¬ 
vative leader Joe Clark 
Monday flatly rejected the 
concept of sovereignty-asso¬ 
ciation between Quebec and 
the rest of Canada. 

"We do not accept so¬ 
vereignty-association," the 
opposition leader told re¬ 
porters after a parliamen¬ 
tary caucus meeting. 

He added, however, that a 
Conservative federal gov¬ 
ernment would be willing to 
talk to any Quebec govern¬ 
ment about change and 
"modernization" of the ex¬ 
isting relationship between 
Ottawa and the provinces. 

"We would naturally be 
prepared to discuss other 


changes that would keep the 
country together but that 
might change the status 
quo." 

"We are not going to nego¬ 
tiate sovereignty-associa¬ 
tion. We are going to keep 
this country together." 

Clark commented to re¬ 
porters after David Crom- 
bie, new MP and former 
mayor of Toronto, received 
widespread publicity by 
saying federal politicians 
should be willing to talk 
of sovereignty-association 
with Quebec governments. 

Those remarks came a 
couple of months after Clark 
was quoted in a Quebec 
newspaper as saying under 


certain circumstances a 
Conservative government 
would negotiate so¬ 
vereignty-association if the 
Parti Quebecois govern¬ 
ment won a referendum 
asking for a mandate to ne¬ 
gotiate sovereignty-associa¬ 
tion. 

"If they win with more 
than 6(1 per cent of the votes, 
and if the questiop permits a 
certain flexibility, I’d nego¬ 
tiate," he was quoted as 
saying. 

He subsequently modified 
that remark and he told re¬ 
porters Monday he has not 
changed his policy and that 
he and Crombie agree.

BEIRUT (AP) — A re¬ 
mote-control bomb in a car 
blew up on a Beirut street 
Monday, demolishing a 
passing station wagon and 
killing eight persons, includ¬ 
ing Ali Hassan Salameh, the 
reputed mastermind of the 
massacre of Israeli athletes 
at the 1972 Munich Olym¬ 
pics. officials said. 

They said the explosion 
killed four Palestinian body¬ 
guards in the station wagon 
with Salameh while shrap¬ 
nel and flying glass killed 
three Lebanese pedestrians 
and wounded 16 others. 

Salameh married Geor¬ 
gina 'Rizk, Lebanon's Miss 
Universe of 1972, during the 
country’s 1975-76 civil war. 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) said Sa¬ 
lameh, code-named Abu 
Hassen, was fatally injured 
when the car. parked near 
his heavily-guarded home in 
Beirut's Moslem sector, was 
detonated by remote control 
as his station wagon passed 
it.

Abu Hassan, 36, was the 
top security officer of PLO 
guerrilla chief Yasser Ara¬ 
fat and whs chief of the se¬ 
cret service of A1 Fatah, the 
largest of the seven PLO 
factions.

rilla movement were in Da¬ 
mascus, Syria, attending a 
strategy session of the Pa¬ 
lestinian National Council, 
the PLO’s , parliament-in- 
exile.

B.C. police departments won an over¬ 
whelming vote of confidence on the type of 
job they are doing in a survey of social 
indicators in the province conducted by 
two University of Victoria sociologists. 

However, 46 per cent of respondents to 
the poll also said they felt less safe walk¬ 
ing on the streets than they did five years 
previously. \ 

Begun last March by Daniel Koenig and 
Gabrielle Goudy. the survey involved the 
mailing of some 1,500 letters to a repre¬ 


sentative sampling of British Colum¬ 
bians. 

OF 1,248 questionnaires presumed to 
have reached addresses, 907, or 73 per 
cent, were returned with usable data. 

Preliminary results, interpreted by 
Paula DeBeck, showed 92.6 per cent of re¬ 
spondents rated police in their areas good 
or very good, compared with one per 
cent neutral and 6.4 per cent bad or very 
bad. 

On a provincial level, 91.1 per cent rated 
police good or very good, 1.2 per cent were 


neutral and 1.7 per cent ratediiolicc bad or 
very bad. 

Twenty-six per cent of respondents said 
they or members of their household had 
been victimized by theft in the preceding 
year and 17 per cent said there was a 
place within a mile of their homes where 
they would be afraid to walk alone at 
night. 

ALTHOUGH 46 PER CENT said they 
felt less safe on the streets today than five 
years ago, 52 per cent responded that they 


did not feel much different and two per 
cent said they felt safer. 

Asked about police field practices. 51.3 
per cent felt the law’s treatment of sus¬ 
pects was about right. 24.4 per cent as too 
inconsistent. 21.5 per cent as too easy and 
2.8 per cent as too harsh. The other 17.1 per 
cent said they did not know enough to 
answer. 

Another set of questions asked about 
satisfaction with various aspects of life. 
Thirty-five per cent said they were either

Mrs. Pickup commented Monday. She 
had charged two weeks ago that the 
education ministry was attempting to 
Interfere with the school board's ap¬ 
pointments, alleging that McGeer had 
backdated correspondence to disguise 
the interference, and that deputy edu¬ 
cation minister Dr. Walter Hardwick 
had tried to Influence her appoint¬ 
ments by suggesting the ministry 
might take the matter into its own 
hands if she went ahead and made 
her appointments. 

THE CHANGE also affects Vancou- 
. Ver Community College and Capilano 
College because, the minister said, 
like Camosun, their college regions, 
and thus the school boards which may 
appoint college board members, may 
be revised when the province insti- 
. tules 100 per cent operating subsidies 
for the colleges. 

Currently, only the Greater Victoria 
school district applies property taxes 
to the operation of Camosun College. 
Three other districts which use the col¬ 
lege—Sooke, Saanich, and the Gulf 


Islands—pay no taxes to support the 
college, send no representatives to 
its board, and pay slightly higher stu¬ 
dent fees for college courses. 

The other districts have indicated 
their interest in joining the college 
region when they no longer have to 
tax their property owners for the privi¬ 
lege, something which may come as 
early as this spring if the provincial 
budget includes 100 per cent operating 
subsidies for colleges. 

Including the Vancouver and Capi- 
iano colleges in the move was an at¬ 
tempt to disguise an action which was 
aimed primarily at the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school district, Mrs. Pickup 
said. 

THE IMPACT of the minister’s deci¬ 
sion is that the Greater Victoria school 
board must'now appoint four school 
board members to the college council 
under the Public Schools Act, McGeer 
said. Along with five government ap¬ 
pointees. they will be given the powers 
of a college board, as provided in 
the new Colleges and Provincial Insti¬ 
tutes Act, for a transitional period. 

The move nullifies the appointment 
last week, after considerable contro¬ 
versy, of two non-school trustees to 
the board by Mrs. Pickup, who had in 
turn overruled appointments made by 
the former school board chairman, 
Susan Brice, in December. 

The issue was not raised during a 
school board meeting Monday (that 
meeting was recessed until Wednes¬ 
day). Mrs. Pickup said she did not 
intend to raise the matter unless other 
trustees did so, and said She (would 
probably call a special meeting to 
discuss the minister’s letter, and make 
new appointments to the college 
board.

Parkin g plans mired 

Camosun 
stranded 
in protest

Camosun College trustees will soon be peering 
behind the Looking-Glass for solutions unless they can 
pick up their coattails and run twice as fast as 
the problems that have dodged the facilities-short 
college in the last year. 

The college’s current problem, and one for which an 
amicable solution now appears impossible, is where to 
put parking spaces required by municipal bylaws when it 
adds a new building to its Lansdowne campus. That building 
will eliminate an existing parking lot. and will increase 
the number of parking spaces required. 

Residents of Lansdowne Road didn’t like parking at the 
corner of Foul Bay and Lansdowne, so the college moved it 
Into a wooded area between Argyle Street and Foul Bay. 
north of the campus. 

THAT DREW THE WRATH of Argyle and Ernest 
Avenue residents, who say the wooded area is a priceless 
natural asset, and threatened to lie down in front of the 
bulldozers. 

The lastest preliminary drawings, shown to the college 
council Monday, move the parking lot closer to Foul 
Bay Road, and further from Argyle Street. That approach 
avoids the picturesque forested portions of the vacant 
property known as the Hudson s Bay Woods. 

But it runs afoul of one minor concern—that of college 
board members who jokingly decried the loss of a favorite 
blackberry patch in the area—and more major opposition 
from Oak Bay council, which urged the college on Monday 
to move off Foul Bay Road and back tcvhe Argyle Street 
side. Among other things, that would make the whole 
issue Saanich's problem rather than Oak Bay's since Foul 
Bay Road divides the two municipalities at that point.

Saanich’s repainted 

“broad brush" plan was de¬ 
scribed Monday as a canvas 
with the picture still to be 
painted.

Taxable 
values up 
$6 million 

The second year of the 
three-year phase-in of mar¬ 
ket-value assessments re¬ 
sulted in a $(1,278,657 in¬ 
crease in the taxable value 
of land and improvements in 
Oak Bay, council was told 
Monday. 

The 9.53 per cent increase 
brought the total taxable 
value to $72,169,538, up from 
$65,890,881, treasurer-collec¬ 
tor Ian Forester reported. 

Forester noted the figures 
could be varied by the as-' 
sessment appeal board, 
which begins hearings in 
Oak Bay Feb. 1. 

In a related matter, coun¬ 
cil was told by the Greater 
Victoria Intermunicipal 
Committee that Oak Bay’s 
percentage of intermunicl- 
pal cost-sharing programs 
had declined from 10.45 to 
10.07 per cent. 

Victoria’s rose from 40.67 
to 41.19, while Saanich's de¬ 
clined from 39.55 to 39.50, 
and Esquimau’s dropped 
from 9.33 to 9.24 per cent.

Noel, committee chair¬ 
man, said he hoped other 
neighborhood groups "will 
not display the same nega¬ 
tive approach you have dis¬ 
played." 

Mrs. Moffatt responded 
that Ihe association had at¬ 
tempted on numerous occa¬ 
sions to offer positive sug¬ 
gestions to council. "We feel 
we should speak out as we 
believe something is miss¬ 
ing from the plan." 

With only a few minor 
amendments, policies, goals 
and objectives for urban 
growth, agriculture, en¬ 
vironment and economic de¬ 


velopment. were either 
adopted or sent back for re¬ 
vision. 

The abridged plan is a mo¬ 
dified version of Ihe official 
community plan developed 
by the municipal planning 
department in 1976-77 which 
encountered considerable 
public opposition. 

The latest document is de¬ 
signed to provide a broad 
framework fora later, more 
intensive identification of 
problems, issues and policy 
development. 

Other public meetings 
have been scheduled each 
month until May. The Feb¬ 
ruary meeting will be devot¬ 
ed to discussion on housing, 
transportation and muni¬ 
cipal services. 


Curtis inviting 
public’s ideas 
on academy use 


Provincial Secretary 
Hugh Curtis has appealed 
for public proposals on the 
future of St. Ann’s Acade 
my. 

Last week the minister re 
jected a proposal that the 
historic Catholic school bt 
used as the site for a com 
merclal "mini-world’ 
project under a 50-year 
lease. 

Curtis said the building 
and grounds were far too 
involved in the emotions and 


history of Victorians to be 
used for that purpose. But he 
added that his rejection of 
Ihe one proposal did not pre¬ 
vent others from being soli¬ 
cited. 

Monday he urged Vic¬ 
torians, individually or as 
organizations, to send him 
(heir ideas. 

In the meantime, Curtis 
said, some unsightly small 
buildings detracting from 
the old school would be re¬ 
moved in the near future. 


OAK BAY MAYOR Brian Smith bluntly told Camosun’s 
architect Terence Williams the municipality would not 
agree to proposed access to a 617-car parking lot entering 
solely off Foul Bay Road. 

Williams said Camosun wants only 15 acres of the 26, 
and only (wo more acres of land would be used to bring 
parking spaces up to standard. He said two acres of the 
parklike area are already used for car parking. 

Smith said apart from the concern that Oak Bay had to 
preserve what is commonly known as the Hudson’s Bay 
park—although it is not dedicated parkland—the municipal 
ity also wanted to ensure traffic concerns were met. 

HE STRONGLY CRITICIZED Camosun's "big broth 
er," the University of Victoria, for not agreeing to co-oper¬ 
ate and provide some of its parking spaces to the college. 

“There is no communication or co-operation between 
them. Why can't the bigger institution co-operate?" Smith 
demanded. 

Smith said Camosun should understand Oak Bay's 
concern that not all traffic enter and exit onto Foul Bay 
Road because it tied up two intersections and there was 
always the possiblity that UVic might develop the va¬ 
cant land opposite the controversial site for high-class 
single-family housing. 

Williams took notes on Oak Bay’s considerations and 
said planning was still preliminary. He added that be 
cause of the number of jurisdictions Involved—besides Oak 
Bay, Saanich, and BCBC, it also involves the provin¬ 
cial government and the Greater Victoria Public School 
Board—expansion at Lansdowne was extremely complex. 

THE ISSUE, as summed up by Camosun board chair¬ 
man Janet Baird, is that residents regard the property as 
parkland an "ecological reserve in perpetuity," and the 
college as educational property (it was dedicated to 
the University of Victoria by the Hudson’s Bay Company to 
be used for educational purposes). 

The college took one step Monday toward reducing its 
parking requirements by passing a motion to estab 
iish parking fees. Municipal bylaws require 617 parking 
spaces, but with the present pattern of use. the college 
would need 1.065 spaces. A parking fee might encourage the 
use of publie transportation, car pools, or other methods of 
getting to the college, board member Peter Dorazio said. 

Too drastic a solution might not be any solution at all as 
far as nearby residents are concerned, college prin 
eipal Lloyd Morin warned Monday. If the college's parking 
is too restricted, many Camosun users may resort to 
the time-honored approach of finding a bit of vacant curb in 
a nearby residential neighborhood and parking there, some¬ 
thing which has already caused friction between the college 
and its neighbors. 


Mayor blasts labor bill 



Smith 

. fears settlements 


Not only unions, but civic 
employers, are upset about 
the Essential Services Dis¬ 
putes Act brought in by the 
Social Credit government in 
December to settle the Koo¬ 
tenay school dispute. 

Oak Bay Mayor Brian 
Smith, chairman of the 
Greater Victoria Labor Re¬ 
lations Association, added 
his voice to the chorus over 
the act—which permits 
unions to opt for compulsory 
binding arbitration—Mon¬ 
day night. 

Smith said that if the bill 
had been law in the last 
CUBE strike-lockout, mun- 
cipalities and school boards 
would have been faced with 
"three-quarters of mad¬ 


ness" instead of the “half 
madness" of the increases 
awarded union workers in 
that settlement. 

"We would have had some 
simple-minded arbitrator 
sawing off the total madness 
of (he union demands to 
three-quarters and I wonder 
how the taxpayers could 
have lived with that," he 
said. 

Smith, who until now has 
used a conciliatory tone with 
labor in this key bargaining 
year, said he was "not 
alarmed totally about this 
legislation because of the 
need to educate children. 

“It doesn’t make sense to 
have compulsory arbitration 


for teachers but not for 
school janitors," he said. 

"I must rely on the good 
sense of this administration 
and future ones because we 
can t stand the pressure of 
compulsory arbitration. 
We’ve already had one.spi- 
tlement of 16 per cent this 
year in Port Alberni." 

Smith said it would be 
“monstrous” if municipali¬ 
ties had settlements of such 
size impressed on them by 
"some well-meaning and 
nutty arbitrator.” 

His comments came as 
council received and filed a 
letter from Labor Minister 
Allan Williams explaining 
the meaning of the Essential 
Services Disputes Act.
